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RATINGS CHANGED TO 
MAKE A FIRE CHIEF 





Force Stirred Up Over Alleged 
Juggling of Medal Awards 
and Seniority Marks. 
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CHANGES ALL HELP KENLON

Promoted by Special Examination Be- 
Cause He Held a Mariner’s License— 
Fosdick Investigating Contracts. 





With the physical examination of can- 
didates, the first official step in the se- 
lection of a successor to ex-Chief Ed- 
ward F. Croker of the Fire Department, 
scheduled for to-day, it became known 
yesterday that Commissioner of Accounts 
Fosdick has been doing some investigat- 
'gng in the Fire Department for the last 
four months, and that this investigation 
may have an important bearing on the 
standing of at least three candidates for 
Mr. Croker’s former post. 

Commissioner Fosdick’s investigation 
has had to do with the building of sev- 
eral fireboats. Already he has revealed 
*circumstances in connection with the 
award of. building contracts and a subse- 
quent inquiry into these awards by two 
Deputy Chiefs of department which, he 
considers, justify a continuance of his in- 
vestigation. 

It could not be learned yesterday how 
goon the results of Mr. Fosdick’s investi- 
gation would be made public. To-day’s 
physical examination of candidates, how- 
t ever, is preliminary to the mental exam- 
ination, by which will be determined the 
next Chief of the department. This test 
‘probably will be held within sixty days. 

The Deputy Chiefs who will take the 
examination are Thomas J. Ahearn, 
Thomas Lally, John J, Burns, John Binns 
Frederick W. Gooderson, Jr., Thomas R. 
Langford, William Guerin, Richard W. 
,Callaghan, James J. McCartney, John 
Kenlon, James B. Martin, Patrick Maher, 
and William T. Beggin. Deputy Chiefs 
O’Hara and Murray are eligible also, but 
have not entered for the test. Murray 
became a Deputy Chief on Jan. 28, 1890; 
Ahearn, on March 1, 1900; Lally, on Sept. 
‘18, 19006; Gooderson, Burns and Binns, on 
Aug. 14, 1903: Langford, on Dec. 31 1903; 
Martin, Callaghan, and Guerin, on Jan. 
1, 1906; McCartney and O’Hara, on Aug. 
1, 1907; Kenlon, on May 1, 1909 and Beg- 
gin and Maher on May 28, 1910. Murray, 
Ahearn, Lally, Gooderson, Burns, Binns, 
and Langford have exceeded or are in 
their eighth year of service as Deputy 
Chiefs. 

It is conceded throughout the depart- 
ment that none of the competing chieits 
will fail in this test of physical fitness 
for the post held so long by Chief Croker, 
and the determination of his successor is 
geltraity bettewed, therefore, to depend 
on the mental examination. 

It is probable that no previous examina- 
tion for any post in the Fire Depart- 
ment has caused the same dissatisfaction 
as is associated with the approaching 
test. In no previous examination for pro- 
motion have as many changes been made 
in the specifications as have been au- 
thorized in connection with the forthcom- 
ing test, and there are those among the 
competing deputy chiefs who do not hes- 
itate to attribute ulterior motives to 
those responsible for these changes, 

Kenlon, the Storm Centre, 


Acting Chief John Kenlon, appointed a 
Deputy Chief on May 1, 1909, may be saia 
to be the centre around which the storm 
of protests has gathered. It charged 
that it to advance his chances that 
the changes in former examination speci- 
fications have been made. Chief among 
these changes to excite the dissatisfac- 
tion of other competitors for Chief Crok- 
ef's post is the order of the Municipal 
Civil Service Commission reducing the 
points accorded for seniority froni’ six- 
teen to eight. Heretofore it has been cus- 
tomary in examinations in the Fire De- 
partment to accord two points a year for 
service in any rank from which prcomo- 
tion is sought, the maximum being 
reached after eight years of service. 

In a recent report sent by Assistant 
Chief Examiner Thomas C. Murray to 
Chief Examiner F. G. Ireland of the Mu- 
nicipal Civil Service Commission, Mr. 
Murray reduces these seniority points to 
one a@ year, on the ground that the former 
award of two points a year-for seniority 
of service would place Deputy Chiefs re- 
ceiving these at an undue advantage 
over competitors lacking as many years 
of service, whereas, he maintains, a point 
@ year, or eight points at the utmost, may 
reasonably be considered a ‘handicap pos- 
sible of successful competition by a can- 
didate of exceptional ability. 

The re@tuction of seniority points, more 
than any other change, is distasteful to 
such competitors as Deputy Chiefs 
Ahearn, Lally, Gooderson, Binns, Burns. 
and Langford, all of whom have compiet- 
ed or will have completed within a few 
months the eight years of service hitherto 
good for sixteen points on examination. 
Acting Chief Kenlon, on the other hand, 
has served as a Deputy Chief only since 
May 1, 1909, and at most, therefore, could 
receive only four points under the old 
régime. 


“Administratibn ” Marks. 


Another point of exception taken by 
the Acting Chief's competitors is the 
provision made in Assistant Examiner 
Murrays report, increasing the points 
awarded for successful passage of the 
administration phase of the mental exam- 
ination from four points to seven. It is 
conceded by all twelve who are to com- 
pete against Kenlon for the chieftainship 
that he, above all competitors, is versed 
in administration, having been helped to 
this end largely by his recent experiences 

.@s Acting Chief of the department. 

It is the contention, therefore, of those 
who must face Kenlon as rivals in the 
coming examination that the increase in 
percentage awarded for successful pas- 
sage of the subject of administration 
will give him an undue advantage. ‘The 
decrease of seniority award and the in- 
crease for administrative ability are alike 
considered to assist Acting Chief Kenlon 
more than any other candidate for ex- 
Chief Croker’s post. 

Still another point is raised against 
Kenlon by his competing brethren. This 
is that he never actually passed an ex- 
amination for Deputy Chief, and conse- 
quently is not entitled to participate in 
the approaching test for Chief of depart- 
ment. This attack on Kenlon’s eligibility 
is based on the fact that he was the 
only candidate at the examination which 
resulted in his promotion from Battalion 
Chief to Deputy Chief. 

Ex-Chief Croker is accepted throughout 
the department as the champion of Ken- 
lon, and it is charged that he and Com- 
missioner Nicholas Hayes, then in office, 
brought: about his promotion. 


Kenlon's Last Promotion. 
Kenlon, prior to his entrance into the 
Fire Department, was a mariner, and 
held a master’s license. He rose to be 
Battalion Chief, but his prospects of 
going higher seemed slight until the way

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WALDO’S FIST BROKE A MOB.

Led Deputy and Inspector in Rescuing 
Policeman from a Tight Place. 


Police Commissioner’ Waldo, First Dep- 
uty McKay and Inspector George Titus, 
joined in rescuing from a belligerent 
crowd a policeman with a prisoner at 
Monroe and Clinton Streets last night. 
The Commissioner struck out with his 
fists, backed by the Deputy and Inspector, 
and aided later on by detectives and re- 
serves from the Madison Street Station. 

Morris Goodman, a driver, of 155 Mon- 
roe Street, had rushed breathlessly into 
the station, where the Police Commis- 
sioner and his party were sitting at the 
desk with Lieut. Barrett and burst out 
Saying that a man 
had shot him three times. With 
Commissioner in the lead the policeman 
ran to the spot designated, a couple of 
blocks away. The streets were filled, as 
the Italians of that section were celebrat- 
ing some national day. 

Several hundred surrounded and resisted 
Patrolman Cordonell, who was trying to 
make a path for himself while dragging a 
prisoner with one hand and wielding his 
nightstick in the other. The Commis- 


| sioner was the point of a flying wedge 
| that broke into the crowd, spreading some 


aside and punching others. Within a 
few minutes the crowd had been put to 
flight and Cordonell marched his prisoner 
to the station. 

The prisoner said he was Louis Zicus, 
seventeen years old, a painter, of 300 
Cherry Street. He said that Goodman had 
attempted to stab him. Cordonell said he 
saw Zicus fire three shots at Goodman. 
Zicus was locked up on Goodman's com- 
plaint. 


FEAR SLOOP PARTY IS LOST. 


The Vayu, with Five Aboard, Missing 
Since Saturday’s Storm. 


Fears are entertained for five residents 
of Essex County, N. J., who left Bergen 
Point in the sloop Vayu on Saturday 
night. None of them has been heard from 
Since. She party was headed for At- 
lantic Highlands, and their: friends and 
relatives fear they were caught in the 
storm and swept out to sea. 

The party conststed of Lemuel C. Smith, 
an artist; his father and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lemuel Smith of 35 Brookside Ave- 
nue, Irvington; George Schutz of Walker 
Road, West Orange, and Mrs. Louise M. 
Millard of 989 Emmet Street, Newark, an 
aunt of Lemuel C. Smith, owner of the 
sloop. ' 

According to friends of young Smith, 
who is an experienced sailor, the party 
was scheduled to leave the Bayonne 
Yacht Club after 6 o’clock Saturday even- 
ing. They are believed to have been 
somewhere in the vicinity of Sandy Hook 


about the time the storm broke at 10 
o’clock. : 
Communication with the New York har- 
bor police has failed.to disclose any pos- 
Sible accident to the sloop. Along the 
coast in the vicinity of the Atlantic High- 
lands no wreckage has been reported. 
Smith is twenty-four years old and has 
had an adventurous career. He was a stu- 
dent of art and several years ago.he took 
up the study of marine color, and in order 
to get atmosphere into his work he 
shipped before the mast on a coasting 
vessel, and later went to China. After 
his return from the Orient he became in- 
in ballooning and made several 
ascents in the vicinity of Newark. 











OFF A TRAIN TO SAVE LIFE. 


Fireman Leaps While It Is Going and 
Rescues Drowning Boy. 


TRENTON, N. J., June 13.—Willard 
Allen, a fireman on a Pennsylvania Rail- 
road train coming into Trenton to-night, 
straightened his back to ease it from the 
Strain of tossing coal, his feet spread 
wide to brace himself against the sway- 
ing of the locomotive, glanced down into 
the Delawartan and Raritan Canal, along- 
side which the tracks run. Almost be- 
neath him he saw a boy struggling in the 
water. 

Allen acted on impulse. 
to his engineer, he dived from the rock- 
ing platform of the locomotive, striking 
the water in an awkward posture due to 
the influence of the swiftly moving train. 
Hie rose to the surface of the water quick- 
ly, however, and struck out for the boy. 

On the train his absence had not been 
noted. The engineer did not see him ieap, 
and the train was miles past Trenton 
before the driver observed that his fire- 
man was not across the cab.‘ He be- 
lieved, of course, that Allen had fallen 
from the train, and at the nearest sta- 
tion telegraphed back here to say that 
his fireman had been lost and probably 
killed. It was then he learned, for the 
first time, of Allen’s heroism.

THIRD RAIL: KILLS A WOMAN. 


She Had 13 Crabs, 13 Clams, and $13.13 
in Her Pocket—Not Yet Identified.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 13.—A wo- 
man at present unidentified was killed 
on the third rail line about three miles 
from this city late this afternoon. Her 
body, terribly burned, was found beside 
the track by a crew sent to the scene 
after the accident had-been reported by a 
party of motorists, who had seen the wo- 
man killed. 

The motorists, who were on their way 
here from PhiladeJphia, said they saw 
the woman walking along the tracks. Sud- 
denly there was a bright flash and a burst 
of flames. When these died down they 
saw the body lying beside the tracks only 
a short distance from the boulevard over 
which they were riding. 

The two women in the automobile faint- 
ed and were hurried back to Pleasant- 
ville and placed in charge of a doctor. 

The dead woman had been crabbing. 
She had thirteen small crabs in a basKet 
and thirteen clams, which she had evi- 
denlly picked up. In her pocket book 
was $13.13. She was also killed on the 
thirteenth of the month. 

The body was removed to this city by 
order of Coroner Sontheimer and placed 
in the Morgue, where it is awaiting iden- 
tification.

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BAYONNE VOTES ‘NO’ | 


ON COMMISSION RULE 





Majority of 2 Against Plan, with, 


2 Ballots Rejected, Which 
May Mean a Tie. 





66 PER CENT. OF VOTE CAST 


So 30 Per Cent. Rule Wasn’t Calied in 
Question—Machines and Rain 
Blamed for Defeat. 








The attempt to end the present form of 
government of Bayonne, N. J., and sub- 
stitute therefor government by commis- 
sion, under the act passed by the last 
Legislature at the behest of Gov. Wilson, 
failed after a spirited election yesterday 
by just 2 votes. There were 2,234 votes 
cast in favor of the plan to 2,236 against 
it. In the Fourth District of the First 
Ward the Election Board threw out two 


‘ballots because they were marked wrong- 


ly. No one knew if these two votes were 
for or against tne reform method of gov- 
ernment. 

The Hudson County Board of Elections 


‘will hold an official count in about two 


weeks, and if the two rejected ballots are 
counted for the commission plan yester- 
day’s election will have resulted in a tie. 
In this event another election will prob- 
ably be heid. Fully 66 per cent. of the 
vote for Governor last year was cast, 
so the provision of the new law that in 
order to make the election effective ov 
per cent. of the voters must record them- 
selves at the poils, was not called in ques- 
tion. 

The activity of the two established po- 
litical machines and the rain are held re- 
sponsible for the defeat of the plan. It 
rained hard all day, and many independ- 
ent Lemocrats and Republicans remained 
indoors, while never have the political 
machines been so active in a municipal 
contest in Bayonne. The bosses of both 
parties felt than if the new plan was 
eStablished it meant practically their po- 
litical] annihilation, and they fought as 
they never did before. All mapner of 
ruses were adopted to befuddle the voters. 

Friends of the new government plan 
were elated at the good showing, for 
yesterday's attempt was the first to be 
made in New Jersey. At least twenty- 
four other cities are to vote on the same 
proposal, and it was predicted that the 
plan would. be more succeSsful _ else- 
where. 

One cause which contributed to the large 


vote in favor of the plan was the speech 
made by Gov. Wilson at Bayonne last 
Wednesday, in which he attacked both 
machines, and said that the present sys- 
tem of governinent in small cities was 
the resuit of the Devil sitting up all 
night to concoct schemes for the defeat 
of the people. 

Matthew T. Cronin, Democratic leader of 
Bayonne, made the most vigorous cam- 
paignagainstthe reform. In a statement 
in the local newspapers he called the plan 
un-democratic and un-American, and de- 
clared that it put the power of government 
in the hands o fa select few and took it 
away from the common peopie. He had 
dozens of workers busy all day getting 
out the organization vote and doing duty 
at the polls. Cronin and the Governor have 
been friendly, the Governor even appoint- 
ing Cronin’s friend, Peter Stilwell, a Dis- 
trict Court Judge. Cronin’s fight against 
the Governor’s measure will result, it was 
predicted, in a break. 

Lhe voting progressed steadily all day 
despite the rain, but the excitement didn’t 
really begin until about 4:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon. As the trains brought 
home the commuters they were met by 
automobiles furnished by both the ma- 
chines and the Good Government Asso- 
ciation. Several hundred women also took 
a prominent part in the election. They 
went from house to house and tried to 
persuade the voters to stand by Gov. 
Wilson. 

Late in the afternoon employes of the 
Standard Oil and other plants in the city 
began trooping to the polls, and in many 
districts the polling places had to be kept 
open twenty minutes beyond the regular 
closing time in order to accommodate the 
long lines of voters.

WILSON URGES TRENTON FOLK 


To Vote for Commission Rule and 
End Boss Rule.

TRENTON, N. J., June 13.—Gov. Wil- 
60n, speaking to-night at a commission 
rule mass meeting, told the people of 
Trenton that he had found this scheme of 
eovernment working successfully in many 
other cities. He implored them to cast 
their votes in favor of comm:s<ion rule at 
the special election which is to be held 
next Tuesday, and urged upon them the 
necessity of selecting the right kind of 
Commissioners as well as of keeping 
careful watch over them and their work 
in the future. 

he Governor said that until recent 
years all the best governed cities of the 
world were outside of the United States, 
but now he saw a world of promise in the 
rule of cities by commissions. He de- 
clared that in the past the people had 
made their political machines so compli- 
cated that they could not run them, and 
that professional politicians could play 
hide-and-seek with tthe voter year after 
year. Under commission rule, he said, 
there could be no trading and no deal by 
the bosses, whereas under the present 
system it was almost necessary to resort 
“ - ieingiape in order to get action of any 
c<ind. 

The Governor asked why it was that 
the opponents of commission rule were 
indulging in ‘‘ gums‘hoe politics,’’ as he 
designated the whisperings and insinua- 
tions that were heard from the opposi- 
tion camp. He branded such tactics as 
cowardly, and said that cowardice was 
the lowest thing in human life. In con- 
clusion he put ‘himself on record as be- 
ing strongly in favor of home rule for 
municipalities instead of rule from the 
State house. He said that last Winter 
Jersey City had sought legislation to 
enable the repair of streets, but he had 
refused te sign the bill, hoping that the 
people of the municipality might finally 
be brought to realize the hopelessness of 
conditions under their present form of 
government. 

In the progress of his speech some one 
in the audience velled. ‘‘ Hey Governor, 
how about yer salary?’ 

‘‘T did not get that,’’ said the Governor 
with a smile.

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AIRMAN FREY FALLS 
ON WAY TO TURIN 


Both His Arms and a Leg Broken 
—Helmet and Soft Ground 
Save His Life. 
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INSISTED ON THE ATTEMPT 

















Started from Rome, Though Other Con- 
testants in Big Race Had Abandoned 
Last Stage as Impossible. 





VITERBO, June 13.—The German avia- 
tor Frey, who started from Rome at an 
early hour this morning on the last stage 
of the Paris-to-Turin air race, met witn 
disaster in the mountainous territory iy- 
ing between Viterbo and the capital. The 
vther contestants in the great raca who 
eot as fur as Rome had given up, dut 
Krey could not be persuaded against mak- 
ing the attempt to reach Turin, althougn 
warned that almost insurmountable dif- 
ficulties lay in his way. 

Only a few miles out of Rome he en- 
countered a heavy fog and lost his course. 
Soon he drove into a terrific storm of 
rain and hail. He tried to ris above the 
clouds, but his machine refused to re- 
spond. Suddenly it swooped downward 
and the aviator lost all control. The ma- 
chine fell into a ravine and was wrecked. 

That Frey was not killed was due to the 
heavy helinet protecting his SGMG 
ihe muisny condition of the ground into 
which he plunged. Both his arms and one 
leg were broken, while he was badly cut 
about the face. When a Red Cross search- 
ing party from the San Mariino Station 
on Monte Cimone found him he had lost 
much blood and was in an aimost un- 
conscious condition, buried under the 
débris of the aeroplane. The aviator was 
taken on a stretcher to the hospital ‘at 
Ronoiglione. He was suffering greatly, 
but was able to tell of having been lost in 
the fog. although ne could give no rea- 
son for the fall. 

Word was received here this morning 
that Frey had started on his venturesome 
flight, and, later mm the day. when anxiety 
was felt on account of his disappearance, 
several expeditions started out to search 
for him. Motor cars, bicycles, and ve- 
hicles of various kinds were brought into 
service, and the searchers included sol- 
diers, monks, firemen, and most of the 
newspaper writers who &are in aitendance 
at the Camorra trial. A large band of 
Passionist Monks from the monastery on 
Monte Fogliano, who are acquainted with 


every foot of the mountainous country, 
spread over the dangerous territory and 
searched for hours, but it was the Red 
Cross searchers who first caught sight of 
the injured man. 

Frey’s wife is now in Florence, where 
she hoped to be present at the landing 
of her husband. t is expected that she 
will coine here to-morrow. 


MUELLER FALLS 125 FEET.

MAGDEBURG, June 138.—The first se- 
rieis accident in connection with the Na- 
tional Aviation Circuit race occurred here 
to-day when Karl Mueller, in attempting 
a landing, fell with his biplane from a 
height of about 125 feet.

SPIES IN HOME, DAVIS SAYS. 


Testifies in Divorce Suit That 
Made Him a Prisoner.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 13.—Robert 
B. Davis of 3830 Riverside Drive, New 
York, and Summit, N. J., took the stand 
to-day in his suit for divorce against his 
wife, Mrs. Jessie W. Davis. 

Mrs. Davis, appearing at least thirty 
years younger than her husband, was in 
the court rocm. She has a daughter, 
Lucretia, aged 26. Mrs. Davis's head 
wagged in indignant denial at several. of 
her husband’s statements. Davis told 
Judge Munroe that three vears ago his 
wife became tired of him, and that when 
he was taken sick she ‘“ usurped"’ his 
business in Hoboken and surrounded him 
with spies that made of his home a 
prison. Hie said Mrs. Davis told officers 
of the baking powder plant that her hus- 
band was mentally deficient. 

One of his wife’s methods of keeping 
him safe, testified Davis, was to inter- 
cept his mail, and he finally managed to 
break through the cordon of nurses and 
private detectives by dropping a letter 
out of the fourth story of his home.

ASSEMBLY CAUCUS. 
FOR INCOME TAX AGT 





Democrats Make It and Highway 


Bill Party Measures, but Ignore 
Direct Primaries. 





CHAIRMAN LEVY SWITCHES 





Opposed Tax Measure Till the Meeting 
—His Bill Amending Election 


Law is Also Favored.

ALBANY, June 13.—The Federal income 
tax resolution and two bills favored by 
Gov. Dix were made party measures at 
the caucus of Democratic Assemblymen 
held here to-day. The two bills were the 
Murtaugh State Highway Commission bill 
which has been denounced throughout the 
State as a patronage grab with executive 
sanction, and the Levy bill amending the 
election law’ generally which if enacted 
would make an anti-Tammany 
movement in New York City well-nigh im- 
possible. 

The Governor’s Conservation bill and 
the Direct Primaries bills were not taken 
up for consideration. According to Ma- 
jority Leader Smith of the Assembly this 
was due to the fact that neither a con- 
servation bill nor a direct primaries bill, 
which will receive serious consideration 
by the ‘‘ organization,” has yet been 
framed, Tthe Conservation bill, it is un- 
derstood, will appear in its final form 
to-morrow or the next day. 

The Levy election measure, before it 
was accepted by the caucus, had been 
amended so as to do away with the vot- 
ing machines throughout the State. These 
instruments are in use in every large 
city in the State with the exception ot 
New York and Albany. It is estimated 
that if the Levy bill becomes « law with 
this amendment in it it will result in the 
relegation to the scrap heap of voting 
machines which have cost at least 83,00U,- 
000. The machines, it was learned here 
to-night, have been doomed by ‘Tam- 
many’s decree. For some reason Tam- 
many Leader’ Murphy has come to look 
upon them as a nuisance, 

There were several bolters at the cau- 
cus, but the objections were divided be- 
tween the different bills taken up. Speaker 
Frisbie, after the gathering had come to 
a close, declared positively that the ac- 
tion of the bolters would not alter the re- 
sult and that all the three measures con- 
sidered at the caucus would be passed by 
a majority ranging from one to four. The 
Speaker calculates that the ‘“ organiza- 
tion ’’ will be able to control from 76 to 80 
votes, but this presumes a full attend- 
ance, and with the lawmakers weary 
from the long-drawn-out session the pos- 
Sibilities of absentees on a somewhat 
large scale is causing the leaders a good 
deal of worry just now. 

The caucus lasted for more than three 
hours. The income tax resolution became 
a party méasure on the motion of A. J. 
Levy, Chairman of the Assembly Judici- 
ary Committee, who up to the present 
time has been loud in declaring that under 


no circumstances would be ever vote for’ 


the indorsement of the income tax amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution in its 
present form.

The Levy bill is one of the most sweep- 
ing measures of its*kind that ever have 
come before a Legislature. It extends to 
the rural districts the provisions for per- 
sonal registration and the signature law 
now applied only in New York City. 
These provisions were opposed by a num- 
ber of the up-State Democrats at the 
caucus on the ground that they were un- 
necessary in the rural districts where 
voters were generally known personally 
to the election officials, and identification 
therefore was not necessary, and on the 
ground that the provisions of the signa- 
ture law and the requirement for per- 
sonal registration in districts where dis- 
tances ftom home to registration and 
polling places were great would tend to 
keep many voters away from the polls. 

After the caucus it was said that the 
final adjournment might be looked for 
the last week in June or the first week in 
July, with either a. deferred or an extra 
session in the Fall to consider taking up 
the Congressional reapportionment which 
is now pending in Congress, where the in- 
itiative in the distribution of Congress 
districts is taken after each United States 
census.

Assertion Made That Soliciter General 
Lehmann Said Merger Is Legal,

ST. LOUIS,.Mo., June 13.—Frederick W. 
Lehmann, Solicitor General of the United 
States, gave an unqualified indorsement 
to the proposed merger of bakeries in 
thirty cities, according to George N.

ee ee ee Nr ee $325,000, 000 
On the traffic side, as backing its esti- 
mates of expense, the committee figures 
that in the next decade there will be an 
increase of population of from 387-10 
per cent. to 45 per cent. and an increase 
of traffic of not less than 70 per cent., 
which by 1820 would create 1,000,000,000 
udditional 5 per cent. fares every year. 
Thus an increase of $50,000,000 tn gross 
receipts is figured out, indicating an 
ability of the traffic ten years hence to 
carry an investment of $300,000,000 over 
and above the present investment in tran- 
Fit lines. 


Third Tracks for 50 Per Cent. Return 


The report proposes that the elevated 
extensions of the Manhattan Elevated 
Company, other than the Jerome Avenue 
extension, and the third tracking of that 
«ompany shall be allowed, but it puts up 


one of the highest hurdles to the “Inter- 
borough of all those contained in the 
findings of the committee. The elevated 
third tracks and extensions have been 
considered the richest prize in the whole 
transit situation, an the company’s 
ending offer proposes that the city 
should receive as compensation 2 per 
cent. of the increased gross receipts at the 
express stations on the third tracked 
elevated lines, estimated to produce from 
$75,000 to $100,000 a wear. 

The report proposes that in place of 
this the city shall receive each year 5 
per cent. of the increased net profits of 
the elevated system over and above the 
profits showa by an average of the two 
years ending June 30, 1911. The esti- 
mates of the increased profits on the ele- 
vated lines due to the extensions and the 
third tracking have ranged all the way 
from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000 a year, and 
on this basis the city would receive as 
compensation for this privilege from 
900,000 to $750,000 a year. 

As a matter of operation three impor- 
tant proposals are emphasized in the re- 
port, one with respect to the Brooklyn 
company and two with respect to. the 
Interborough. In general the terms of 
the Brooklyn company are found to be 
satisfactory, including the pooling of 
receipts from the entire system as en- 
larged and the adoption of the per pas- 
senger basis for estimating the receipts 
and expenses on future extensions, not in- 
cluded as original lines in the system. 
However, the city takes exception to the 
company’s proposal as to the rate of re- 
turn which it shall be allowed on its ex- 
isting clevated lines, proposed to be bound 
into the system. 

The company stipulated originally a 
basis of return unacceptable to the city 
and finally modified this so as to be will- 
ing to take a guarantee which should not 
be less than the net earnings of the 
Brooklyn Union Elevated system in the 
year «ended June 30, 1911, or more than 
the sum of $3,500,000. The conferrees 
substitute for this an allowance equiva- 
lent to the net earnings of the present 
year. 


Insists on Five-Cent Coney Fare. 


The other hurdle erected for the Brook- 
Iyn Rapid Transit relates to the Coney 
Island fare, as to which the report says: 

The conferrees are of the opinion 
that as the city allows the company to 
reserve to itself the aggregate rate of 

resént net earnings on its elevated 
ines without regard to the segregated 
prefit and loss on individual lines no 
reason remains why a five-cent fare 
os not be extended to this (Coney 

sland) as to-other parts of the city. 

Next to the admission of the Brooklyn 
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important modifications suggested to the 
Interborough is that in segregating the 
financial results on the extensions it shall 
determine vperating expenses on a cost 
per passenger basis and not on a car 
mileage basis. as the company’s offer 
proposes. The report declares the car 
mileage basis ‘‘ unthinkable,’ in that it 
starves the future extensions for the bene- 
fit of the existing lines. The suggestion, 
however, of a cost per passenger basis 
is followed by the words ‘‘ or other basis 
equally acceptable to the city,’’ which 
leaves it open to the company to suggest 
an alternative scheme of operation and 
onens the prospect of further negotiation. 
The report does not differ largely in 
the matter of adjustment of the leases 
of the Interborough below Forty-second 
Street, Manhattan, from the terms of the 
company’s latest amended proposition. It 
stipulates that the company must agree, 
in consideration of getting its new lines, 
to allow the city at some time after ten 
years.to modify the existing contracts so 
as to take over either the present Subway 
from Grand Central to Atlantic Avenue, 
Brooklyn, or the present Subway from 
Times Square to Van Cortlandt Park 
and West Farms in exchange for the 
counterparts proposed to be built in Lex- 
ington Avenue and Seventh Avenue re- 
spectively. 

The report proposes that provisions 
should be embodied in the contract to 
enable the city to take either line subject 
to existing liens thereon or to compel the 
company to assign its rights to a third 
partv designated by the city, and that 
the company ‘shall bind itself to co-op- 
erate with the city in obtaining any nec- 
essary legislation; but the report further 
provides that there should be an appraisal 
of the relative values of the leases proa- 
posed to be swapped under these condi- 
tions and a payment from the city to the 
company or vice versa, As to this ap- 











praisal, the report lays down no condition 
and leaves it for an agreement to be 
reached betweea the city and the com- 
pany whenever the city might desire to 
reacquire. Public Service Commissioner 
Maltbie notes his dissent from the find- 
ings of the committee on this point. 


Lines the City May Recapture. 

As to the city’s control of the extended 
system the report asserts that after ten 
vears the city would be able to acquire 


under the indeterminate clause any of the 
following combinations of lines: 


The Lexington Avenue and Seventh Ave- 
nue lines of the Interborough system, with 
their north and south extensions, which 
would be subject to recapture for independ- 
ent operation either through the building 
of a new crosstown line between Thirty- 
fourth and Fortieth Streets, reversing the 
route of the present lines, or through the 
exercise of the city’s right to exchange the 
paralleling sections of the system south 
of Forty-second Street. 

The Queens-Manhattan lines through For 
ty-second Street and under the East River 
to Astoria, Woodside, and Corona. 

The Eastern Parkway line, with fts ex- 
tensions, in Brooklyn. 

The Broadway, Manhattan, and Fourth 
Avenue, Brooklyn, system, running from 
Queens through the heart of Manhattan to 
Brooklyn, and branching into South Brook- 
lyn, Coney Island, and Staten Island. 

The Bridge Loop lines, with their control 
of the Brooklyn elevated system. 

The line from Union Square under the 
East River and through the Eastern Dis- 
trict to the populous centres about East 
New York and Ridgewood. 


‘‘ With all these strategic Nnks subject 
to the control of the city,’’ says the re- 
port, ‘‘ either through the exercise of the 
right of recapture or through the trans- 
fer of leases from one operator te an- 
other, it is difficult to believe that the 
city will be unable to maintain a mastery 
of the rapid transit situation of the fu- 
ture.”’ 


Action Before June Is Ended. 


After the report came out yesterday and 
it developed that the Board of Estimate 
would not act on it this week Mr. Mc- 
Aneny gave out the following statement: 

‘‘Under the agreement reached this 
morning in the committee of the whole 
the board will take up the report with 


the expectation of voting upon the rec- 
ommendations it submits a week from 
to-morrow. I have no doubt that the 
board will also approve the suggestion of 
the committee that a definite limitation 
of time be set for the receipt of the re- 
plies of the operating companies. There 
will be no delay beyond that, for, one 
way or the other, the board will vote to 
go ahead with the actual construction 
work by the end of the month; and the 
Public Service Commission, within its 
jurisdiction, is prepared to act accord- 
ingly.”’ 

Neither Controller Prendergast nor 
President Mitchel of the Board of Alder- 
men would discuss the report in advance 
of examining it. Mayor Gaynor, when 
asked for his views, said: 

‘*] shall not discuss the matter, but I 
ean hardly refrain from saying that even 
those who wanted to rush things through 
six months or more ago must come to 
see the immense gain to the community 
which has come from a careful and de- 
liberate consideration of the whole sub- 
way matter. This subway matter is the 
largest matter before any Government in 
the world, National, State, or local, so 
far as I know at the present time, and 
needed the most comprehensive consid- 
eration.’’ 

At the offices of the Interborough it 
was said that no comment would be made 
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jue the company’s engineers and law- 


yers had passed upon the plan. A sim- 
ilar statement came from the office of 
the B. R. T. 


LAYS DOWN A TRANSIT POLICY. 


Text of Terms City Proposes for Sub- 
way Building. 


The report of the McAneny Committee 


devotes its first chapter to a chronological 
review of the suvway negotiations and in- 
cidental discussion of the questions in- 
volved. Then follows this enumeration of 
the conclusions of the conferrees: 

That future rapid transit lines should 
follow as closely as possible the de- 
velopment of a logical and well-or- 
dered city plan. 

That the city should provide, as rap- 
idly as the means at its command per- 
mit, not only for relief of congested 
areas, but for the opening of lines 
through those sections that, though 
relatively undeveloped, offer promising 
opportunity for the better distribution 
of population. 

That the location of particular routes 
should be determined by the city, for 
the city’s reasons, and not necessarily 
to conform to plans proposed by oper- 
ating companies. 

That the occupation of lines in the 
hands of private operators should be 
kept within the city’s control, and that 
the city should always have the power 
to retake the component parts of a 
system capable of independent oper- 
ation at any time that it may deem 
Such a measure necessary. 

That where a proper measure of con- 
trol can be maintained, it is good pol- 
icy and correct economy to utilize and 
extend the facilities offered by exist- 
ing rapid transit lines already at the 
service of the city, rather than to re- 
duce the uses of such lines through 
wasteful competition. 

That the available funds of the city 
should be used for new construction 
work and placed where they will aid 
best in preserving the city’s strategic 
position. 

That the city should have a full and 
fair share in all profits derived from 
the operation of new lines; not only as 
a matter of the rightful enjoyment of 
the fruits of its own franchises, but as 
a means of hastening the release of its 
self-supporting investments from the 
constitutional debt limit and of the 
construction of additional transporta- 
tion facilities. 

That the basis of operation, in every 
case, shall be such as to secure a 
groper contribution from the earnings 
of the more profitable inside or ‘*‘ short 
haul’’ tines to help support the less 
profitable or outlying lines; thus as- 
suring to the city proper service end 
equitable returns from each system 
as a system, and not as a section of 
scattered routes, with the gains of 
those most profitable reserved for pri- 
vate enjoyment. 

That the actual operation of the lines 
should continue under strict control; 
and that the contracts for operation 
should embody not only the essential 
provisions of the Public Service act, 
but such other guarantees of the char- 
acter of equipment furnished or the 
adequacy of operating service as the 
city may exact; and, 

That no plan should be adopted or 
proposal accepted that will prevent 
the development of the entire city as 
a social and economic unit or hinder 
the logical extension of transportation 
facilities in the future. 

In considering the present transit 
situation of the city, and the alterna- 
tives developed in the course of inese 
negotiations, the conferrees have not 
only given attentron to the vast 
amount of underlying detail, but have 
kept constantly in mind the relation of 
the several propositions involved to the 
principles above set forth. 


The description of the routing plans 
as told in detail above is next in order, 








‘after which the report gives the follow- 


ing summary of operating terms applying 
to both companies: 
Rate of Fare. 


That the rate of fare for one continuous 
ride over any part of the system operated 


by a single operator, including transfers, 
shall be 5 cents. 


Terms of Leases. 
That all contracts for the operation of 
lines title to which is vested in the city, 


whether such lines be constructed by the 
city or by the company, Or upon a basis 
of division of cost between the city and 
the operator, shall fix the term of the 
lease at forty-nine years from the date

That the city, in the event of any such 
recapture, may, upon its option, either 
Pay from its own funds the amount re- 
quired to reimburse the operator; or 
Require a frasfer of lines to a second 
operator upon the payment of the necessary 
amount directly By such other operator, 


Coat of Construction, 


That the costs of construction, whether 
borne by the city or by the operator, or 


upon a basis of division between the city 
and the operator, shall be the cost in 
money and shall include: 


All contracts for original construction 
work, or for station finish;. all carrying 
charges during construction; engineering 
expense; extras and damages, real estate 
and sements, and such other incidental 
charge& as may be agreed upon; the cost 
of trackage and signal system to be 
charged to equipment. 


Division of Profits. 


That the reccipts and operating ex- 
penses of all lines operated under the 


new contracts shall be ascertained as 
follows: 
Receipts shall consist of 
The value of the tickets collected at sta- 
tions, miscellaneous earnings from stations 
a pro rata of advertising and other general 
receipts.

Station expenses, maintenance of way and 
structure, damages for accidents, and taxes, 
‘if any, attaching to the particular line.

That the net profits derived from the 
Operation of all lines shall be divided 
equally between the city and the operator, 
after provision has been made for carry- 
ing charges in the following order: 


The actuat annual charges of the operator 
for carrying the cost of equipment; with 
provision for a sinking fund not to exceed 
three-fourths of 1 per centum per annum 
to meet obsolescence.

That the deficits on extensions operated 
separately shall be treated as cumulative 
and discharged, so far as practicable, from 
the surplus receipts of the general system, 
as heretofore provided. 


Supervision of Contracts and Ac- 
counting. 


properly constituted public authorities, to 
approve the form and the terms of all 
contracts to be let by any operator, 
either for equipment or for the construc- 
tion of lines to be built by him, and to 
supervise the execution of such con- 
tracts, 

That the right also be retained to super- 
vise all accounts of the operator with re- 
lation either to construction or operation, 
and to audit all accounts upon which the 
deductions of receipts and expenditures 
and the determination of the city’s share 
iu. such profits are based.

Special Terms Applying to the In- 
terborough Company. 


Leveling of Leasés—That, as part con- 
sideration for the lease of new lines for 
the fixed period of forty-nine years from 


the date of the beginning of operation, the 
interborough Company shall level the re- 
newal periods of the lease for its existing 
lines 60 that these shall expire cotermin- 
ously, forty-nine years from the begin- 
ning Of operation of any portion of the 
new lines. The leases of the principal ex- 
isting lines under Contract No. 1 expire 
in 10954, and the company, through its 
right of twenty-five years’ renewal, would 
remain in possession until 1979. The 
lease of Contract No. 2, covering the 
Brooklyn extension, expires in 1943, and 
with the renewal period, in 1968. Under 
the leveling process, all of the leases, 
new and old, revert to the city in 1964. 

Excnange of Lower Manhattan Lines— 
That, as further consideration for the 
lease of new lines, the Interborough Com-

Special Terms Applying to the 


Brooklyn Company. 
Earnings of Existing Lines—That, in 
lieu of all earnings on its existing lines, 


the company reserves to itself annualty, 
before the payment of interest and sink- 
ing fund charges either upon its own or 
the city’s bonds for new construction 
and equipment, a sum representing its 
net profits from operation of the exist- 
jing lines included in the agreement dur- 





deductions having been made for cur- 
rent depreciation; all receipts of the ex- 
isting lines above the sum so stipulated 
to be pvoled with the receipts of the 
city built lines, for distribution in ac- 
cordance with the general terms agreed 
upon. 

Leased Lines—That the company incor- 
porate with its existing lines, in such 
manner as the Public Service Commis- 
Sion may approve, such subsidiary lines 
as it now holds under lease, and that 
no allowance be made under the head 
of operating expenses for further rental 
of any such leased lines. 

Examination of Plant—That the com- 
pany agree to subject its present plant 
to the examination of a Board of En- 
gineers to be named by the Public Service 
Commission, and to make provision from 
itS existing surplus or current earnings 
to cover such deferred maintenance as 
the commission, upon the advicé of the 
engineers, may require to be met before 
the lines pass into the proposed new 
System. 

Management—That the entire system of 
Subways and elevcated lines shall be 
under the management of one company, 
and that every subsidiary cempany hav- 
ing to do with the supply of current, 
equipment, or other property shall be 
Subject to the provision of the Public 
Service Commissions law. 


SPECIFIC POINTS SETTLED. 


Why City Rejects Broadway Ulti- 
matum and Car Mileage Argument. 


Several specific points in the subway 
problem are discussed in the McAneny 
report separately from the general pro- 
visions relating to the terms Imposéu 
upon one company or the other. Perhaps 
the most important of these is the treat- 
ment of Broadway, which brings out of- 
ficially the position of the city on the 
Interborough’s ultimatum against the use 
of Broadway by the B. R. T. any other 
company. The report noteS that the 
offer submitted by the B. R. T. on March 
~ did not involve the use of any street 
in Manhattan for which the Interbor- 
ough was bidding, and then tells how 
the conference was informed of the In- 
terborough’s ultimatum and asked the 
B. R. T., ag a result, to broaden its offer 
so as to include the entire Triborough 
route, é' 

As dismissing the proposal in the last 
amended plan of the Interborough to 
build up Broadway from Fourteenth 
Street to Forty-second, and thence to 
Fifty-ninth Street, in connection with an 
Eastern District subway, the report de- 
clares: 

‘*It is the conviction of the conferrees 
that the city should not permit any part 
of Broadway between Vesey Street and 
Forty-second Street to be occupled by 
any company in a way that will inter- 
fere with the establishment of a trunk 
line subway. For this reason they do 
not favor the construction of a_ two- 
track subway for the Interborough Com- 
pany between Fifty-ninth Street and 
Fourteenth Street via Seventh Avenue 
and Broadway, to connect with the Fifty- 
ninth Street line, on the one hand, and 
the Fourteenth Street-Eastern District 
Subway, on the other. 

‘*‘Such a line would provide no service 
that would not be afforded by the pres- 
ent subway and the Seventh Avenue ex- 
tension, provided the Fifty-ninth Street 
line were extended to Eighth Avenue or 
the river and the Fourteenth Street line 
were carried across town. The proposed 
line would not only prevent the construc- 
titon of a trunk line in Broadway, but 
would prevent the routes on Fifty-ninth 
Street and Broadway from being carried 
westerly, so as to afford communication 
with all the longitudinal transit lines in 
Manhattan.”’ 


Attack on Car Mileage Plan. 


The report lays great emphasis upon 
the objections raised by the conferrees to 
the proposed car mileage basis of com- 
puting the operating cost on the exten- 
sions of the Interborough Subway. It be- 
gins by declaring that the acceptance of 
such a plan would be ‘unfair, that it 
would seriously handicap the new lines 
while adding considerable sums to the ai- 
ready large profits on the present lines, 
and that it would, hinder the construction 
of additional subways in the future under 
nl emg of contract now being consid- 
ered.”’ 

An appendix to the report goes into this 
matter at length. After first dismissing 
as impractical of application here the 
zone system of determining fares, which 
is in force on the Continent, the report 
proceeds to say: 

“The rapid transit congestion that has 
been so long endured and which it is now 
hoped will be alleviated has been largely 
| caused because of the desire of the oper- 
ating companies to keep the benefits of 
the short haul business and free them- 
selves from the pqeoeety of caring for 
outlying districts. They have wanted an 
increase of inside lines, but, as a rule, 
have either refused outside lines or have 
desired them on such terms that the trav- 
a, public would pay an increased fare. 

“The present crisis has been largely 
caused because the city has not had the 
power to compej the rapid trangit oper- 
ators to project their five-cent fare into 
outlying districts even if the city paid the 
entire cost of construction of the new 














five-cent fare in the old and new districis

now sought does not care for the future 
growth it will soon be followed by con- 
gestion and blocking and the city will 
again need to go through the turmoil and 
stress Of the last few years. And in that 
case the city would not be in as fortu- 
nate a position as at present, because to- 
day the city has many routes in down- 
town Manhattan and lower Brooklyn that 
can be used for independent subways, 
but in fifteen years from now it will have 
fewer left. 


Starving the Extensions. 


“All depends on the arrangement made 
between the city and the forty-nine-year 
operator for the operation of future ex- 
tensions. If the basis is one that assigns 
to the extension the fares collected, and 
charges against the extension tthe pro 
rata of car miles operated, then the ex- 
tension will be starved. For the substan- 
tial riding on the extensions will be morn- 
ings and evenings only, and fares will be 
received at the stations on the extensions 
only in the morning. On such a basis a 
future extension standing by itself will 
produce a deficit indefinitely, and if the 
city pays the deficit to the operator, the 
future drain on the city will be great. 
This, however, is the basis insisted upon 
by the Interborough, and which the con- 
ferrees reject. 

“If the operator does not contract that 
he will operate at a five-cent fare future 
extensions built at city expense, and con- 
tribute part of the short haul benefits so 
that the payment of deficits by the city 
will, after a time, come to an end, the 
city will become disouraged by paying 
deficits on extensions and will build no 
more. Then the demand will arise for 
the building of an independent trunk line 
through the fertile part of the city so 
that extensions can be added to it and 
the benefits of the short haul be donated 
to the support of the desired extensions. 
If operating contracts are now drawn so 
that future extensions are starved, the 
present eftort will be no solution of t'he 
problem, but only a temporary loosening 
up, and in a few years another crisis 
will arise. 


How It Would Work Out. 


‘‘For instance, if extensions are male 
to stand on their own earnings, the city 
paying the deficit without aid of the 
short-haul profits, and if the demand 


should arise for two more extensions in 
the Bronx and two more extensions to 
the Eastern Parkway line in Brooklyn, 
the same old question would arise again. 
The city would be paying deficits an‘ 
would not want to pay more. It would 
refuse to build. Then the demand would 
appear for a new trunk line, so that the 
short hauls on it would support the two 
new extensions in the Bronx and the two 
new extensions in Brooklyn. If, however, 
the operating contracts are now so ar- 
ranged that the increase of future short- 
haul traffic will help support future ex- 
tensions, then in all probability they could 
be built by the city, operated at.a five- 
cent fare, and within a reasonable time 
become Self-sustalining. 

‘The per passenger method of estil- 
mating expense applies only to that part 
of the expense of an extension that can- 
not be localized. Every extension has to 
stand on its own bottom as to the interest 
on the cost of its construction, manning 
stations, repairs to track and stationary 
equipment, and accidents on that ex- 
tension. The per passenger mefhod di- 
vides the general expenses of operating 
the system and moving its cars, so that 
these general expenses that cannot be lo- 
calized are divided in the same ratio be- 
tween the extension and the whole system 
as the fares are divided. 

“This method brings to the aid of the 
extension part of the excess earnings of 
the short hauls. It has been worked out 
by application to many cases and shows 
that the outcome is not unfair to the 
operator or over generous to the exten- 
sion. The extension always will have the 
smaller earning power, yet will need to 
stand localized burdens of interest, man- 
ning, and repairs. The per passenger 
basis does not put the extension on an 
equal footing with original lines, but sim- 
ply divides the non-localized expense so 
that part of the profits of the short hauls 
help to support the extensions. 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company has 
adopted this method in its last proposal.”

Cromwell on Advantages of Passen« 
ger, Freight, and Water Tube. 


The last exhibit with the report is a 
letter from Borough President Cromw>2ll 
of Richmond on the proposed freight and 
passenger subway to Staten Island. After 
calling attention to the advantages of 
Staten Island as a shipping centre, and 
to the fact that it possesses direct connec. 
tion by bridge with the trunk lines of 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey, the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western, the 
Erie, the Lehigh Valley, the West Shore, 
and the Baltimore & Ohio, Mr. Cromwell 
says: 

“it would not only be quite pussible, 
but relatively economical, to construct 
between Brooklyn and Richmond a four- 
track subway instead of a two-track that 
has been under consideration. Two tracks 
of such a system could be used ‘for 
through freight. Continuing those tracks 
would bring to the Bush Terminal and to 
the proposed Jamaica Bay terminal bulk 
freight from the West without transship- 
ment. Continuing such tunnels from the 
Bush Terminal along the Brooklyn water 
front and by an additional twin iunnel 
to the lower end of West Street, Manhat- 
tan, would give physical connection to ihe 
gieat railroad water-front development 
proposed for the west side of Manhattan. 

“This would result in practically a 
complete elimination of lighterage in the 
Harbor of New York, and would give to 
all of the other trunk line railroads the 
advantages that are now proposed to be 
furnished to the New York Central Raii- 
road. The Pennsylvania Railroad, through 
the expenditure of private capital, has 
secured for itself practically ail uf ‘he 
facilities that it requires. The New York 
Central and the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford, also, at private expense, lave 
secured very great advantages, The other 
great railroads which are-of so much 
advantage to the City of New York also, 
have little present opportunity of serving 
the city, and under plens heretofore pro.

COMMITTER AT SRA 


Discovered on Department Office 
.Floor—Knox to Explain $2,450 
Payment for Portrait. 
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$5,000 PAID TO HALE’S SON 





Secretary Also to Tell Committee Why 
ex-Senator’s Son Got This Fee from 
Canadian Boundary Fund,

WASHINGTON, June _ 13.—Secretary 
Knox will go before the Hamlin investi- 
gating committee to-morrow and tellsome- 
thing more about the voucher for $2,400 
for the portrait of Justice Day, which 
Albert Rosenthal of Philadelphia painted 
for the State Department, and for which 
he received but $850 of the amount ap- 
parently charged in the department’s ac- 
counts for it. By the merest chance this 
morning Chairman Hamlin happened to 
ask Mr. Morrison, the aged chief of the 
State Department Bureau of Accounts, 
if he had seen the Michael voucher since 


the day it was sent to Chief Clerk Denby 
in 1907 on the order of Secretary Root. 
Mr. Morrison said that he had seen the 
voucher one day last week. This caused 
@ sensatiun, as it was supposed that the 
voucher had been irretrievably lost. 

Mr. Hamlin ascertained that the vouch- 
er had been found last week lying on the 
floor neag Mr. Morrison’s waste basket, 
by a messenger. Mr. Morrison said that 
attached to it was a statement in the 
handwriting of Mr. Michael, the former 
chief clerk of the State Department. The 
voucher was for the painting of the pof- 
trait and the frame. The amount paid 
was $850, and there was nothing else ac- 
counted for on the voucher. Mr. Morri- 
s0n astonished the committee by saying 
that, having seen the voucher and re- 
fresned his memory, he now recalled that 
Mr. Michael asked him to take his check 
to the Treasury Department and get the 
cash, which he did, turning it over to Mr. 
Michael. 

Mr. Morrison said he had no idea where 
the voucher had been while lost, and 
coulda not imagine where it had come 
from. 

Under cross-examination by Represen- 
tatives Hamlin and Davis, Morrison de- 
clared that he had never received qa re- 
ceipt for the money from Michaels. The 
committee decided at once in executive 
session to subpoena Secretary Knox to 
come this afternoon to the committee 
room and explain the matter, bringing the 
voucher with him. The Deputy Sergeant 
at Arms was not able to find Mr. Knox 
until lute in the afternoon, when Mr. 
Knox’s secretary called up Mr. Hamlin 
and explained why the Secretary could 
not come, and arranged that he should 
appear before the committee at 3 o’clock 
to-morrow afternoon. 

The committee will endeavor to have 
the Secretary also give the committee the 
substance of the explanation cabled by 
Mr. Michael from Calcutta last week. 
This explanation has been shown to the 
President, and by his direetion the dis- 
patch has been held to be confidential 
and its publication incompatible with the 
public interest. 

It was also brought out before the com- 
mittee to-day in Mr. Morrison’s testimony 
that a payment of $5,000 had been made 
to Frederick Hale, a son of former Sen- 
ator Hale of Maine, for alleged services 
with the Canadian Boundary Commission 
in connection with the Passamaquoddy 
Bay controversy. . Mr. Morrison said he 
made the payment by direction of Secre- 
tary Knox in January, 1909, although he 
was not the disbursing officer of the 
boundary fund. 

Dr. O. H. Tittman, Superintendent of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey, said he 
had made the estimates for the boundary 
survey and by accident found that they 
had been increased by $5,000; later he 
found that without his knowledge Mr. 
Morrison had paid this sum to Mr. Hale, 
who was said to be an attorney at Port- 
land, Me. 

The State Department’s position is that 
the Hale payment was usual and precise- 
ly along the lines of the appropriation 
covering the definition of the Canadian 
boundary, notably the Passamaquoddy 
Bay negotiation, in connection with which 
Mr. Hale had been employed upon a phase 
with which Canadian Boundary Commis- 
gioner Tittman had nothing to do. 


CONTEST DIRECT VOTEMOTION 


Tle on Move to Recall It Broken by 
Sherman’s Vote.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—The Senate 

to-day came within one vote of recalling 
from the House the resolution adopted 
last night providing for popular election 
of Senators by a constitutional amend- 
ment. The vote came this afternoon after 
a debate that dragged for two hours on 
a point raised last night by Mr. Reed of 
‘Missouri, that the Vice President had ex- 
ceeded his constitutional powers when he 
cast the deciding vote for the Bristow 
substitute. 
_ The question was raised to-day on the 
adoption of the journal, but finally was 
modified to a motion to reconsider, cou- 
pled with a request that the House return 
the papers, which, thegretically, are al- 
ready in conference. The request to the 
House under the rule had to be voted on 
at once, and that requirement caught the 
Democrats by surprise. There were many 
absentees, and the vote stood 33 to 33. 
Without voting himself, the Vice Presi- 
‘dent simply declared the motion lost, and 
that the whole question of reconsidera- 
tion had failed. The roll call showed the 
queerest alignments that any one in the 
Senate can remember. The particular 
vote on which the point had been raised 
.Was that adopting the Bristow substitute 
with its reservation of the Federal power 
to supervise elections, which had been 
go bitterly fought by Southern Demo- 
crats. 

In the discussion to-day the alignment 
followed closely that of the vote yes- 
terday, but in the vote late this afternoon 
‘go many considerations entered into the 
matter that while the Democrats, with the 
exception of Mr. Clarke of Arkansas. 
voted for the recall of the papers in the 
hope of ultimately rejecting the offensive 
amendment, the Republicans, without 
immediate apparent regard for their at- 
titude on the main question, voted on 
both sides, regulars and insurgents shift- 
ing about.

Senate Committee Tied on Ad- 
verse Motion and Merely Adds

LA FOLLETTE ATTACKS BILL 





Unfair to Farmers, He Says; Also As- 
sails Print Paper Trust—Democrats 
Against All Amendments.

WASHINGTON, June 138.—Chairman 
Penrose, for the Committee on Finance, 
to-day reported to the Senate the Cana- 
dian Reciprocity bill carrying the Root 
paper amendment, but without recom- 
mendation either for the bill itself or for 
the amendment adopted by the commit- 
tee. The formal report was made by the 
majority of the committee, although Sen- 
ators Kern, Stone, and Williams filed the 
Democratic claims for the favorable con- 
sideration of the measure, while Mr. La 
Follette, an insurgent, and Mr. McCum- 
ber, a standpatter, filed their reasons for 
voting against it. The debate will bezin 
to-morrow with speeches in opposition to 


the bill by Senators Curtis and McCum- 
ber. | 

The failure of the majority to make a 
recommendation one way or another sub- 
jected the committee to sharp criticism on 
the floor. Mr. Dixon of Montana, who 
seemed to favor the measure, insisted on 
being told whether the committee advo- 
cated or opposed the measure it had re- 
ported. He said that hearings had 
dragged to the unheard-of length of six 
weeks, at much cost of time and money, 
and that it seemed absurd that the great 
Finance Committee should have reached 
no ecnclusion. Senator Brown of Nebras- 
ka, an insurgent, took the same line, and 
the Democrats gleefully joined in. 

This elicited explanations regarding the 
vote on the measure in committee. Mr. 


Penrose said that the committee, failing 
to agree on any form of report, either fa- 
vorable or adverse, a report without rec- 
ommendation was the only.course, unless 
the committee had merely decided to hold 
on to the bill indefinitely, while the Sen- 
ute cooled its heels. 

Senator Heyburn brought out the facts 
regarding the motion in committee to re- 
port the bill adversely. He said that he 
had presented this motion and that it 
had been lost by a tie vote of 7 to 7. 


Fate of Free List Bill. 


The colloquy was most interesting from 
the way in which it drew out Democratic 
plans for the treatment of the Farmer's 
Free List bill, which when offered as an 
amendment to reciprocity in committee 
was overwhelmingly rejected. The 
President has been much alarmed lest 
the Democrats in their insistence on a 
record vote on the free-list measure 
should hold up reciprocity and prevent a 
vote on that. Mr. Bailey, however, an- 
nounced to-day that he felt certain that 
the Committee on Finance had no inten- 
tion ever te report out the Free List 
bill, but that at the proper time he would 
move to discharge it trom further con- 
sideration of the measure. That means 
that the Democrats will get their record 
vote merely on the motion to discharge, 
and that they will not hamper the Presi- 
dent in his wish for an early vote on 
reciprocity. 

Of the views filed by committee mem- 
bers this morning the most interesting 
was that offered by Mr. La Follette. He 
traversed the old arguments advanced by 
the insurgents against the measure—that 
it removed protection from the farmer’s 
roducts and kept it on the things he 
ad to buy, that it in effect increases 
protection on manufactured products by 
lowering or removing duties on raw ma- 
terial, and that it is unscientific and in 
effect an executive mandate for legisla- 
tion in contravention of the spirit of the 
Constitution. 

Then he takes up the paper question. 
He voted for the Root amendment in 
committee which vitiates the paper pro- 
visions of the House bill, but in his report 
he concedes fully the justice of the de- 
mand for the abolition of the duties on 
print paper and wood pulp. In his report 
he does not mention the Root amendment 
and seems to assume that it had been de- 
feated, for he refers to the benefit news- 
paper publishers ‘vill receive from the 
measure, He overlooks entirely that the 
relief they would have received is entirely 
removed if the Root amendment, adopted 
by the committee of which Mr. La Fol- 
lette is a member, remains in the bill.

Scores Print Paper Trust. 

On this point Mr. La Follette says: 

“The newspaper publishers are prom- 
ised a free market for print paper, for 
which they expend about $55,000,000 an- 
nually. No one who investigates the con- 
ditions under which the newspapers of 
this country have been compelled to pur- 
chase their supply of print paper can es- 
cape the conclusion that the publishers 
have been subjected to extortion. Prices 
have been arbitrarily fixed for them, and 
to keep their enterprises going they have 
been forced to submit to exactions unwar- 
ranted by conditions in the wood pulp and 
paper-making industries—conditions ren- 
dered possible only because of the unlaw- 
ful trust organizations of the paper man- 
ufacturers. 

‘It is a matter of common knowledge 
that the newspaper publishers have had to 
accept whatever contracts the Print Paper 
Trust offered them to sign or be denied 
a paper supply with which to continue 
business. It is true the hearings of the 
committees of Congress contain many de- 
nials by paper manufacturers of the ex- 
istence of this trust, but against these 
are the indictments, pleas of guilty, con- 
victions, and fines, all of record, in more 
than fifty instances. 

“The conditions under which the pub- 
lishers of newspapers are forced to con- 
duct their business are intolerable. 
These conditions call for action which 
will afford immediate relief. It sthhould 
be dealt with directly and not by in- 
direction. The removal of this duty in 
justice to the users of paper should be 
the direct and deliberate action of Con- 
gress. It is our right and duty to fix 
the tariff on certain varieties of pulp and 
paper so as to best serve the interests of 
our country. All of the evidence sus- 
tains the contention for tthe immediate 
removal of the duty. 


Can Make Cheaper Paper, 


**I am satisfied from the recent in- 
vestigations made by the Tariff Board 
that, with the exception ef wood pulp, 
we can manufacture paper on an even 
basis with Canadian manufacturers. 
Therefore, I believe we should, in ac- 
cordance with the principle that the tar- 
iff shoul! be based on the difference be- 
tween the cost of production here ana 
abroad, remove the present duty from 
print paper. The proposed method of do- 
ing this, however, cannot in justice be 
approved. However just the demands 
of tthe publishers to be relieved from the 
oppressive prices fixed by the papermak- 
ers’ combination, it- does nct outweigh 
the gross inéustice of this pact. It is 
the duty of Congress to put print paper 
on the free list. It is not the duty nor 
should it be made the privilege of the 
Executive to secure t'his concession from 
Canada at the expense of our agricultural 
interests.’”’ 

It wll be interesting to see how after 
that stutement Mr. La Yollette will jus- 
tify a vote on the floor for the Root 
amendment, except on the slender grouna 
that it relieve the papers also of paying 
revenue’ to the Government, presumably 
increasing the farmers’ burden te that 
extent. 

As an indication of his attitude toward 
the reciprocity measure on the floor of 
the Senate Mr. La Follette’s report gara: 

“I purpose to offer amendments pro- 
viding for a complete revision of the wool 
and cotton schedules of the present 
Payne-Aldrich tariff law, revision of the 
rates on structural iron and steel, certain 
other paragraphs of that schedule; also 
amendments revising the sugar schedule. 
Such revision downward, while reducing 
our Government revenues less than $10,-

more than $00,000,000 a year.’ 
What Senator Williams Says. 
In his report accepting the reciprocity 
treaty Senator John Sharp Williams ot 
Mississippi said: 
‘* When I want two things, I want both, 


but if I can’t get both then I want the one 
I can get. Not only is it true that 1 
would, as original. propositions, favor 
most of the amendments offered, but I 
could easily write down several hundred 
others that I would like to put upon the 
statute books, reducing the burden of 
tariff taxation upon the people. But l 
see no particular sense in refusing to 
shoot a rattlesnake, because I cannot at 
the same time shoot an anaconda. 

“This is especially true if the ana- 
conda is not within effective gun range.”’ 

Mr. Williams gave special prominence 
to that part of President Taft’s Chicago 
speech dealing with wood pulp as expres- 
sive of his views. Adding a few words 
of his own regarding the wood pulp pro- 
vision, Mr. Williams said: 

“Our Government attempts to meet the 
situation by giving free entry to wood 
pulp paper or board as an inducement to 
the lifting of the Canadian restrictions by 
the provinces, It seems to me to be 
evident that that is the only way in which 
the lifting of the restrictions upon expor- 
tations of the raw materials from Canada 
can be secured. Our manufacturers can- 
not get their spruce from Canada on any 
other plan. It seems equally evident that 
the Root amendment will defeat the pur- 
poses of both Governments, although in 
language it pretends to strive to execute 
that purpose. 


Restrictions on Wood Pulp. 


“If print paper and wood pulp made out 
of wood in provinces which have removed 


the restriction be permitted to come in 
free to us while the duty remains upon 
print paper and wood pulp and pulp wood 
made out of Canadian wood in provinces 
which have retained the restriction, then 
it is evident that it becomes to the im- 
mediate interest of the wood and wood 
pulp and paper people of Canada to bring 
to bear every inducement upon the prov- 
inces not removing restrictions to get 
them to remove the restrictions, thus ben- 
efitting our consumers and our manufac- 
turers of paper.’’ 

Senator Williams declared himself to be 
favorable to a majority of the amend- 
ments that were offered in committee, if 
offered as original propositions, standing 
upon their own merits, but not in favor 
of them as amendments to this bill, be- 
cause he thinks ‘‘ that their effect in all 
cases and their purpose in most cases 
is to defeat Canadian reciprocity, either 
by means of causing an adverse vote upon 
the proposition as thus amended in the 
Senate, or by forcing a_ protectionist 
President to veto the bill as passed.’’ — 

While he favors the House ‘“ farmers 
free list bill’’ he is not in favor of it as 
an amendment to this bill, because he 
thinks the result of putting it on would 
be to defeat the Dill. 


Stone and Kern Concur. 


Senator Stone of Missouri signed the 
Williams report with the following in- 
dorsement: 

‘‘ Substantially and in the main I agree 
pe the statement of Senator Williams’s’ 
view.” 

Senator Kern also signed the Williams 
report, and placed an indorsement upon it 
in which he said: 

“‘T am for the Canadian Reciprocity bill 
because it looks to freer trade and more 
intimate commercial relationship between 
this country and Canada. am opposed 
to the Root amendment for the reason so 
well stated by Senator Williams. I would 
be glad to support any of the proposed 
amendments which, in independent and 
udditional sections, provide for reductions 
in tariff taxation, if the Reciprocity bill, 
with such amendments, could command 
enough votes to insure its passage. But, 
believing that the Reciprocity bill will 
pass the Senate without the amendments 
and would fail of passage with them, I 
can see but one proper course to be pur- 
sued by the friends of reciprocity, and 
that is to oppose all amendments which, 
if added, would likely defeat the meas- 
ure,”’ 

Taking the position that the Canadian 
Reciprocity bill should be reported to the 
Senate with an adverse recommendation, 
Senator McCumber of North Dakota 
filed a minority report giving sixteen 
reasons why he opposed the Dill. All 
were based on the contention that by 
opening the markets of the United States 
to Canadian farm products, the proposed 
bill would hgve the effect of lowering 
the prices of" American products, 

He predicted that by destroying? every 
hope of the farmer for the benefits of 
an increasing home demand and his 
ability to obtain just compensation for 
his labor, the country would again check 
its agricultural development and send 
hundreds of thousands of the sons and 
daughters of farmers to crowd the cities. 
Mr. Gore introduced an amendment to 
the bill which would place Canadian 
flour, meal, meats, and agricultural im- 
plements on the free list, but said he 
would not press the provision ff it be- 
came evident that its adoption would 
imperil the bill. 


Attitude of the House. 


Speaker Champ Clark was asked to- 
day as to the probable attitude of the 


House on the Root amendment should it 
be fastened on to the Reciprocity bill by 
the Senate. He replied: 

‘Since I have been Speaker I have been 
very slow about stating what the House 
will or will not do in any given case, but 
I have no hesitancy in stating my own 
opposition to the Root amendment. 

‘On its face it looks fair, but I know 
that to adopt that amendment would be 
to throw away entirely the benefits which 
we would derive from the reciprocity 
treaty so far as pulp wood, wood pulp and 
print paper are concerned, and to doing 
that I am utterly opposed. 

‘No subject was ever more thoroughly 
investigated by any Congressional com- 
mittee than this one was investigated by 
the Mann committee. In my judgment its 
conclusions were not only correct but 
luminously stated. They are incorporated 
in the Reciprocity bill and should re- 
main there. 

“The Denver platform contained these 
words: ‘ Existing duties have given the 
manufacturers of paper a shelter behind 
which they have organizel combinations 
to raise the price of pulp and of paper, 
thus imposing a tax upon the spread of 
knowledge. We demand the immediate 
repeal of the tariff on wood pulp, print 
paper, lumber, timber and logs, and that 
those articles be placed upon the free list.’ 

“Thus it will be seen that free wood 
pulp and free print paper are Democratic 
demands. Most assuredly they are no 
less Democratic because a Republican 
President has come around to them, We 
welcome Republican aid in putting Dem- 
ocratic ideas into law. 

‘““My guess is that the Root amendment 
will meet with a frigid reception in the 
House.” 


OUR TRADE WITH CANADA. 


Knox Gives Out Figures Showing Ad- 
vantage Gained by Reciprocity. 


WASHINGTON, June 13. — Secretary 
IKXnox has supplied the Senate Finance 
Committee with the latest figures regard- 
ing imports into Canada from the United 
States with the purpose of strengthening 
the argument in favor of adoption of the 
reciprocity arrangement. They set forth 
a much larger trade in the commodities 
than would be affected by reciprocity dur- 


ing the year ended March 381, 1911, than 
the figures upon which the pending bill is 
based, which were those for the preceding 
year. 

For instance, it is stated that on these 
last returns the total remission of duties 
by Canada on American products would 
be $3,364,000, instead .of $2,561,000 during 
the preceding year. The heaviest remis- 
sions are in the free list, and particularly 
on agricultural products, which is a few 
thousand under $2,000,000 

The greatest remission 
be on fruit, vegetables, and live animals, 
but an increased trade is shown in cotton- 
seed oil and seeds. Farm products show a 
uniform increase. On the mutually re- 
duced list, including manufactured arti- 
cles, the total remission of duties would 
be more than $810,000, as compared with 
$578,000 the previous year. Agricultural 
implements form an important item in 
this list. as well as motor vehicles. 

Canada’s world trade also increased 
during the year from $655,081,000 to $736,- 
215,000, the United States continuing to 
hold the front rank with exports to 
Canada. of $284,935,000. Canada’s exports 
to the United States showed no increase, 
though her imports from the United 
States were nearly 62 per cent. of her 
total imports,

WASHINGTON, June 13.—The appear- 
ance before the select House committee 
investigating the Sugar Trust of Edwin 
F. Atkins of Boston, the Vice President 
of the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, continued to-day with the develop- 
ment of a vast mas of information as to 
the affairs and operations of the com- 
pany. There were present with Mr. At- 
kins from the sugar company John E. 
Parsons, accompanied by his counsel, ex- 
Congressman Herbert Parsons, his son; 
Washington B. Thomas, Charles H. Al- 
len, former member of Congress from 
Massachusetts and Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy, and now Vice President and 
Treasurer of the sugar company; James 
M. Beck, former Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States, now General 
Counsel of the company; Joseph A. Ball, 
assistant to the President of the com- 
pany; Joseph E. Freeman, Secretary, and 
James H. Gannon, Assistant Secretary of 
the company. 

Mr. Atkins sald he could not explain 
why the price of sugar had been for ten 
years so stable in this country unless it 
was that during that period there had 
been an excess production in the world 
of 17,000,000 tons. He admitted that 
while the price was in England 414 cents 
a@ pound through an average of years, it 
was about 6.10 ctnts in this country. 

To questions put by Mr. Malby of the 
committee he said that the capital stock 
of the beet sugar companies in which 
the American Sugar Refining Company 
had an interest was $56,883,000 and the 
holdings of the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company were at par $23,133,000, or 
41.62 per cent. He said, as he did yes- 
terday, that the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company had nothing to say as to 
the management of the beet companies 
and was simply a passenger in them, 
taking the dividends paid and being con- 
tent to get them. 

To questions by Mr. Madison of the 
committee Mr. Atkins said that the sugar 
duty was a dosing proposition for the 
people of the United States. He said that 
cn raw sugars imported the Government 
collected duties to the amount of $52,- 
000,000 on the domestic, Hawaiian, Porto 
Rican, and Philippine sugars; which went 
into the pockets of the manufacturers. 
He also admitted that under the practice 
of deducting the duty from the market 
price at New York, which was practically 
controlled by the Hamburg price, as Ger- 
many is the greatest producer of sugar 
in the world, the Cuban producer did not 
get a cent of the 20 per cent. preferential 
in the existing reciprocity arrangements 
between Cuba and the United States. 


Uniformity of Prices, 


The remarkable unitormity of the price 
of sugar throughout the country was 
brought out in a striking manner by the 
Chairman of the committee, Mr. Hard- 
wick, and showed the amazing power of 
the organization over the market, In- 


cluding beet sugar manufactories as well 
as the refineries both of the trust and the 
independents, 

‘The present price,’’ said Mr. Atkins, 
‘fin all places is 5 cents; that is the re- 
finers’ price on refined granulated sugar,”’ 

“Is that the wholesale price?” 

“Yes, Sir, the wholesale price. Do not 
confuse grocers’ wholesale price with the 
refiners’ wholesale price. The sugar re- 
finers sell very little, but a few weeks 
ago they took all the contracts they could 
fulfill up till perhaps a week hence at 
4.90. Now that 4.90 is subject to a great 
discount of 50 per cent. for: cash.”’ 

“That is the price at which sugar is 
being delivered to-day? "’ 

‘‘ All over the present current market.’’ 
“Is the price uniform throughout the 
United States?’’ asked Mr. Hardwick. 

““ Uniform in all the refineries. At New 
York, Bostcn, Philadelphia, New Orleans, 
and San Francisco,’’ was the reply. 

Mr. Atkins said that the margin of 
profit was very small. Quoting to-day’s 
rrice of 2.68 and accing the duty of 1.34, 
making 3.97, which deducted, he said, 
from the refiners’ wholesale orice of 4.80 
left 83 points for refining and profit and 
the ultimate profit was but eight-tenths 
of a cent a pound. He then gave the fig- 
ures for the refiners’ profits for a series 
of years back as far as 1885 and on down. 
showing that the margin in that year was 
71.1, in 1886; 78.1 in 1887; 76.8, in 1888. 
“That was when the trust got well or- 
ganized,’” commented Mr. Hardwick, and 
he added:

in Louisiana, artly in the Sandwich 
Islands, party in Porto Rico, and.in a 
measure to those in the Philippine Isl- 
ands. The consumer pays the tax and 
the Government collects only one-half in 
the form of revenue.” 

‘*Suppose we were to have absolute 
free trade on sugar in this country?’’ 
asked Mr. Madison. 


Effect of Free Trade. 
“Absolute free trade would destroy 
very many of the beet factories, but not 
all of them,’’ replied Mr. Atkins. ‘‘ Some 
of the factories that are protected by a 
thousand or fifteen hundred miles of rail 
could get along, where they get their

trade would crippie many of the keeét 
Sugar manufacturers. I1t would cripple 
the Louisiana people by bringing prices 
down to a point below their cast otf 
production.

Has Medal of Hdnor. 


Kenlon’s medal was granted to com- 
memorate his bravery in the rescue of two 
men in a North River pier fire in July, 
1909.

Two men, afloat 
on a log between Piers 14 and 15, were 


rescued by the fireboat. Since then it has 
been asserted that Kenlon did nothing be- 
yond giving the orders necessary to bring 
the boat sufficiently close to the men to 
allow a fireman to jump overboard to 
their rescue, 

Whatever the rights of the case, how- 
ever, the question of granting a medal to 
Kenlon was raised before the Board of 
Merit, consisting of Deputy Commission- 
ers Johnson and O’Keeffe, Chief Croker, 
and Deputy Chiefs Lally, Kenlon, and 
Maher, and the medal was refused. Later 
the question was raised again, and in the 
absence of Deputy Chief Lally was 
awarded to Kenlon. It is a medal of the 
first class, and as such gives Kenlon 
credit for a full point in the approaching 
examination. ; 

But Kenlon,; the storm centre of other 
objections, is not the only one attacked 
on the ground of irregularity in the award 
of medals. Deputy Chiefs Langford and 
Martin, both of them veterans, who, un- 
der the new ruling, lose eight points of the 
old seniority award, have been brought 
forward by their competitors as objects 
of protest. 


Two Other Medal Awards. 

Both Langford and Martin received two 
Class B medals, entitling the holder to a 
point preference in examination, on Jan. 
4, 1009. They were granted for merito- 
rious acts at fires in 1908. Lally’s name 
was brought before the Board of Merit, 
consisting of the late Deputy Chief 
Kruger, John Binns, and Ahearn, and 
the award was denied. In the Commis- 
sionership of Nicholas Hayes, however, 
this board was dissolyed ang a new one 
appointed, consisting of Langford, Martin, 
and O'Hara. Commissicner Hayes then 
ruled that applications for medals and 
honorable mention which had been denied 
before might be brought up again before 
this board. Presently Messrs. Langford 
and Martin, constituting a two-thirds vote 
of the board, turned up with Class 
medals. 

It was admitted pretty generally 
throughout the department last night, 
however, that the protests of the com- 
peting Chiefs would have little effect on

[I have ex- 
plained to this committee my services 
with these subsidiary companies to the 
Steel Corporation. They were purely local. 
They did not concern the Steel Corpora- 
tion as an organization. Just prior to 
1906 I argued some mineral rights cases 
in Minnesota and presented a bill for $15,- 
000. This, I believe, was approved by 
the Steel Corporation in 1907, 

‘‘ Since 1907 I have given my time to the 
Government in the Standard Oil and a 
few other cases until they were concluded, 
and I have done little if any other busi- 
ness. My firm has _ still continued as 
counsel for these roads, and both my firm 
and myself are taking all the legitimate 
business we can get. I have no apology 
to make to the American people for ap- 

earing for any corporation or individual, 
t have never advised the organization or 
the operation of any corporation under 
the Sherman taw. I wish to make this 
statement as broad as possible.”’ 

‘‘ Were you ever asked by a Government 
official about the legality or illegality of 
the organization of the United States Steel 
Corporation?” Mr. Kellogg was asked 
by Representative Littleton. 

‘*T never was,” Mr. Kellogg replied. 

‘‘Were you ever asked as to the legal- 
ity of this organization by any Officials 
of the United States Steel Corporation?” 

‘‘T was not,’’ was the reply. 

Mr. Kellegg testified that there was 
nothing concerning his relations with thie 
Steel Trust railroad companies in Minne- 
sota that he would not disclose to the 
committee.

Since the Steel Corporation 
had taken over the property, he under- 
stood that all bills over $10,000 were 
passed upon by the Steel Corporation 
heads om that ie had several such bills. 

James Gayley, former Vice President of 
the Steel Corporation, who also was a 
witness to-day, and will continue to-mor- 
row, is the only corporation witness under 
subpoena to appear here at present.

LONDON, June 13.—The reports concern- 
ing the shipping strike are contradictory. 
In London to-night very little seemed to 
be known concerning the threatened ac- 
tion of the International Seamen’s Union, 
and the Shipping Federation is taking the 
matter quite coolly. The Secretary of the 
Federation expressed the conviction that 
there will be no international strike, al- 
though he admits the possibility. of par- 
tial strikes at different places. This view 
he bases on the seamen’s lack of funds 
and organization. 


Havelock Wilsen. the leader of the 
strike at Southampton, in a speech to- 
night asserted that 10,000 men would go 
out immediately. It is also announced 
that in all the Tyne yards the strfke will 
begin to-morrow. 

Tom Mann, Vice President of the Work- 
ers’ Union, has arrived at Liverpool to 
conduct the strike campaign there. He 
Says, however, that the precise date has 
not vet been announced. Another strike 
leader in Liverpool has asserted that the 
strike will be in full swing next week. 

Judging from the various reports to- 
night a strike involving all British ports 
seems unlikely. 

ANTWERP, June 13.—The Seamen's 
Union has posted a manifesto proclaim- 
ing a strike and inviting all members to 
adhere to it. As a result of this, the ccal 
trimmers and firemen on the Red Star 
steamer Finland, due to leave here for 
New York on Saturday, refused to sign 
contracts. German sailors who signed 
for the steamer Marquette refused to go 
aboard. The Belgian steamer Tigris, 
however, left ._port with a full comple- 
ment. 

The Burgomaster has summoned repre- 
sentatives of the ship owners to meet at 
the City Hali to-morrow to consider 
means for settling the dispute. 

AMSTERDAM, June 13.—At a meeting 
here to-night the members of the Sea- 
men’s Union unanimously resolved to pro- 
Claim a general strike to-morrow. 


Following the receipt of the cable dis- 
patches announcing that there would be 
an international strike of seamen, to com- 
mence to-day, rumors were circulated in 
steamship circles here that the crews of 
the Mauretania and other foreign and 
American vessels now in port would go 
on strike at the same time, 

Mathew Tearle, Secretary of the Amer- 
ican branch of the Sailors’ and Fire- 
men’s Union, stated last night that the 
strike would begin in this port on Friday 
if not to-day. He said that he was still 
waiting for the order to strike from Lon- 
don, and that the men themselves were 
anxious to go out, and might even do so 
without word from him. 

“Committees have ben appointed ‘here,”’ 
said Mr. Tearle, ‘‘to go down to the 
piers of the transatlantic liners and call 
the crews out as soon as the strike order 
is received.’’ 

A NEw YorRK TIMES reporter, who in- 
quired at the offices of the various 
Steamship lines yesterday, was informed 
that while no alarm was felt‘with regard 
to a strike, all precautions had been taken 
to meet such an emergency. 

With regard to the Mauretania, which 
is due to sail at 9 A. M. to-day with a 
record number of 515 first-class passen- 
gers, mostly bound for London for the 
coronation, Capt. E. J. Roberts, the Ma- 
rine Superintendent, said that in his opin- 
ion the whole talk about a strike on this 
Side of the Atlantic had been exagger- 
ated. The members of the crew of the 
Mauretania were mostly old employes of 
the Cunard Line, and it was not likelv 
that they would lose their positions and 
take the risk of being sent to jail on their 
return home for refusing duty on board 
ship while under signed Board of Trade 
articles, which was mutiny in the eyes of 
the law. 

Mr. Bennett. the British Consul General, 
said that in the event of the crew of any 
British ship deserting, he would, on being 
notified by the agents, communicate with 
the Federal authorities and warrants 
would be issued for the arrest of the men. 
The deserters would be taken back tothe 
ship and lcecked up, or, if the vessel had 
sailed, then to Ellis Island as aliens, 
liable to become public clarges and sub- 
ject to deportation. 

Some of the big ships that are to sail 
this week and would be affected by a 
general strike are the Carmania, St. 
Louis. Minnetonka, Lapland, and Tagus. 
The Oceanic 2rrives to-day and is due to 
sail next Wednesday. 


TRIUMPH FOR MRS. CATT. 


Her Speech to Suffragists to be Circu- 
lated Throughout World. 


STOCKHOLM, June 13.—The address 
which Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, the 
President, delivered at the sixth con- 
gress of the International Woman's Suf- 
frage Alliance yesterday is to be trans- 
lated into the languages of all civilized 
lands and to have a world-wide distribu- 
tion. : 


A proposal to this end received an en- 
thusiastic welcome at to-day's’ session 
of the alliance and funds to defray the 
expense involved were voted by acclama- 
tion. 

Mrs. Catt announced that an interna- 
tional men’s union to further the cause 
of woman suffrage had been formed. 
‘At the afternoon session of the con- 
gress Mrs. Catt proposed the establish- 
ment of an international bureau in Lon- 
don. Dr. Anna Shaw asked the congress 
to express approval of the peace move- 
ment. 

A great meeting of suffragists was held 
at the Opera House this evening, several 
of the delegates making speeches. 

American Minister Graves will enter- 
tain the American delegates to-morrow.

PERRY BELDEN HURT. 


Thrown from Horse Near Berlin—His 
Condition Not Serious.

BERLIN, June 13.+—Perry Belden of 
Syracuse, N. Y., Third Secretary of the 
American Embassy here, was thrown 
from his horse while riding in the 
Grunewald forest early this morning in 
company with Herr Hofer, an attaché 
of the Swiss Legation. Mr. Belden was 
taken to Herr Hofer’s apartment in an 
automobile, where he is now receiving 
medical attention. So far there is no 
indication of internal injuries, but Mr. 
Belden is suffering from bruises and a 
general shaking up. 

The accident had a curious cause. 
Mr. Belden and his companion decided 
to change horses in the course of the 
ride. The former had been astride Herr 
Hofer’s mount for only a few minutes 
when the animal bolted and got out of 
control. It dashed between a couple of 
trees and threw Mr, Belden from the 
saddle. 

Ambassador Hill was notified by tele- 
phone and arrived with an English phy- 
sician, who found Mr. Belden conscious 
and cheerful. His condition is in no re- 
spect alarming. 


CAMORRISTS’ LAWYER QUITS. 


Accused of Trying to Bribe Witnesses, 
Says He’ll Abandon Post. 











VITERBO, June 13.—A sensation was 
caused at the Camorrist trial this after- 
noon by the testimony of several women 
witnesses, who declared that they had 
received offers of money from the wives 
of some of the prisoners, and also from 
Alessandro Lioy, one of the lawyers for 
the defense, if they would deny deposi- 
tions previously made by them and swear 
falsely. One witness added that she had 
refused to see Lioy and had notified a 
police official of the attempts to have 
her commit perjury. 

Lioy jumped to hig feet and snouted 
* Lia#! ” 

The President of the court ordered the 
police official to the witness stand and 
instructed him to tell what had hap- 
pened. In the meantime the prisoners 
from the cage inveighed against the wo- 
man, calling her # spy. 

The police official said that the mothers 
and wives of accused Camorristi had tried 
to take several of the witnesses to Lioy. 

Liov was highly indignant, and asked 
the official if he knew of anything against 
him, to which the official replied that he 
knew Lioy had spoken with Erricone’s 
sweethear at an inn in Viterbo. The 
President of the court ordered that the 
proprietor and chambermaid of the inn 
be interrogated on this subject. 

At this point Lioy became furious, and 
said that he would not permit himself to 
be made a constant object of inquiry: he 
preferred to abandon his post.

NICARAGUA FEARS REVOLT. 


Gen. Mena Now Inclined to Side with 
Anti-American Politicians. 


PANAMA, June 13.—Travelers arriving 
here to-day from Rivas, Nicaragua, state 
that when they left that place on June 6 
there was much anxiety on the part of 
the Government and the populace. The 
explosion in the fortress at Managua and 
rumors of filibustering expeditions against 
the Government have caused much alarm. 
A strict censorship is in force at all cable 
and telegraph points, and little news of 
the situation "goes out of the country. 

It is reported that many arrests of po- 
litical suspects have been made. It is also 
reported that Gen. Mena, the Minister of 
War, has had a falling out with the Coh- 
servatives because of the failure of the 
latter to carry out an alleged secret agree- 
ment that Mena should immediately as- 
sume the Presidency, and after a term of 
four years be succeded in office by Emil- 
iano Chamorro. 

Mena, it is said, is now inclined to lead 
the faction of politicians who are anti- 
American and opposed to the acceptance 
of an American loan. 


CORONATION TO BEAT RECORD 


London Has Never Before Been Dec- 
orated so Lavishly. 


LONDON, June 13. — As preparations 
for the coronation approach completion 
it becomes increasingly evident that the 
celebration will be on a far greater scale 
of magnificence than the coronation of 
King Edward VII. Never before have the 
streets of London been so transfigured 
for any great public ceremony, or has 
there been such an enormous expenditure 
to do honor to a sovereign. 

The street decorations and illuminations 
are of unprecedented lavishness. A whole 
army of carpenters, electricians, and dec- 
orators are working with feverish energy 
from early in the morning until late at 
night :n order to complete their labors. 
Nearly 60,000 home and colonial troops 
are now quartered in the parks, giving 


Western London the appearance of a huge 
camp. 

The ancient glories of the Thames as 
a royal Waterway will be revived on 
Coronation Day. The Earl Marshal has 
chartered a big steamer to convey the 
peers and peeresses from Chelsea to 
Westminster. The boat will be hand- 
somely decorated and all the peers and 
peeresses will be in robes. The river will 
also be utilized with a fleet of steamers 
for the transfer of the coronation guests 
after the ceremony. 

The mobilization of the fleet for the 
naval review has commenced at Spithead, 
fifty warships taking up thelr positions 
there to-day. 


GIVES CONTROL TO AMERICAN. 


Persia Invests Shuster with Full Power 
Over Country’s Finances. 


TEHERAN, June 5.—The National 
Council to-day adopted in its final stage 
the measure investing W. Morgan Shuster, 
the American financier, who was recently 


appointed Treasurer-General of Persia, 
with ‘direct effective control of all the 
financial and fiscal operations of the Per- 
sian Government, including the collection 
of all receipts of every description and 
control of all Government expenditures.”’ 
The bill empowers Mr. Shuster to es- 
tablish whatever departments and appoint 
all staffs that he considers necessary. 


THE VIRGINIA AT HAVANA. 


Yacht Only Slightly Damaged and Will 
Sail for This Port. 


HAVANA, June 13.—The yacht Virginia, 
chartered by E. C. Benedict, arrived here 
to-day in tow of a wrecking tug. The 
yacht was released from her position on 
the Colorado Reefs at high tide yesterday 
after much rock near the midship section 
had been blasted out with dynamite. 

Capt. Burd reports that the vessel is un- 
damaged except for slight dents in the 
bottom plates, and it will be unnecessary 
to drydock her here. The Virginia, after 


taking on coal and food supplies, will sail 
for New York. 


PUSHING LICENSE CRUSADE. 


Commissioner Farley Prosecuting Ho- 
tels for Excise Violations.

This 
is the first case of cholera reported at 
this port on an incoming steamer for sev- 
eral months. 

The Berlin brought 375 cabin passen- 
gers and 840 immigrants in the steerage. 
Dr. Doty ordered the ship to be detained 
at Quarantine for twenty-four hours, dur- 
ing which time she will be thoroughly dis- 
infected. It is expected that the Berlin 
will proceed to her pier in Hoboken early 
to-day and land the cabin passengers. 
The steerage passengers were removed to 
Hoffman Island for five days’ observa- 
tion, until all danger of infection has 
passed.

The story of the Harris plate reads like 
some romance of Stevenson. At the time 
when the Spanish armada had set out to 
conquer England a certain John Harris 
commanded thirty-five volunteers on a 


vessel called the Adwyse, and a relative, 
William Harris, paid £50, a much large? 
sum than it is now, toward the defense 
of his country. 

The Harrises, as a reward, obtained a 
considerable share of the loot from the 
luckless Spanish ships. In 1581, it is 
known, the family possessed a few silver- 
gilt dishes. The spoils from the armada 
permitted the making of more. Accord- 
ingly, the service was extended to fif- 
teen dishes and seven plates, severally 
hall-marked for the years 1599, 1600, and 
1601, and carrying the maker’s mark— 
three trefoils and monograms. Later on 
the rim of each was engraved with tne 
coat of arms of Sir Christopher Harris. 

Time went on, and the civil war began. 
Sir Christopher’s descendant held a com- 
mand in the royal forces at Plymouth, 
and became alarmed for the safety of the 
heirlooms. Accordingly, he had them 
hidden away in a cave in the parish of 
Yealmpton, on Dartmoor, and the secret 
of their hiding place died with him. 

For nearly 200 years the Elizabethan 
banqueting service lay in the ground. 
Then at Christmas time, 1827, the coun- 
tryside rang with the story of its discov- 
ery by three Dartmoor laborers employed 
by a Mr. Splat of Brixham, who wished 
to enlarge the cave for storing potatoes. 
Both the Crown and Mr. Splat abandoned 
their claims in favor of the Harris fam- 
ily, and the John Harris of the day came 
into his own again.

LOSS IS THE RAILROAD’S. 


New York Central Must Pay Mrs. Has- 
brouck for Missing Jewelry and Money. 


ALBANY, June 13.—The New York 
Central & Hudson River Railroad Com- 
pany, as lessee of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company, was held responsible 
to-day by the Court of Appeals for the 
loss of property vaiued at $1,500 from 
the suit case of Mrs. Julia M. Hasbrouck, 
wife of former Supreme Court Justice 
Hasbrouck, in May, 1908, at Worcester, 
Mass.

LIFE JOBS FOR JUSTICES. 


Referees at $5,000 a Year After Age 
of 60—Anti-“ Mugging” Bill Passes.

ALBANY, June 13.—After a lively de- 
bate the Assembly to-day passed the Mc- 
Grath bill, which provides for a method 
of pensioning Justices of the Municipal 
Court. The bill provides that any such 
Justice who shall be at least 60 years of 
age and who shall have served in this 
capacity for at least 25 years shall be 


made an official referee for life at an 
annual salary of $5,000. 

The Assembly also passed the Grady bill, 
which defines as assault and makes pun- 
ishable by imprisonment for not more 
than one year and not less than six 
months the photographing by the police 
of prisoners before conviction or subject- 
ing them to what is commonly known as 
‘‘the third degree.’’ 

The Cuvillier bill providing for the or- 
ganization of a colored regiment of the 
National Guard in New York City was 
passed without objection by the Assem- 
blv on a reconsideration of the vote by 
which it had been defeated earlier in the 
session. 

The Assembly also passed the Foley bill 
making it a misdemeanor knowingly to 
make false or misleading statements in 
advertisements in connection with thé sale 
of real estate.

Around Her Neck-——Husband 
Is Arrested. 





SUICIDE, THE POLICE THINK

Neighbors Inclined to Agree with 
Them—Body Discovered by a 


Little Daughter. 





Mrs. William W. Simmons was found 
strangled to death in her bed yesterday 
morning by her six-year-old daughter in 
her home at 2G Hunt Place, White Plains. 
The manner of her death forms as com- 
plete a puzzle as any police force was 
ever called upon to solve. 

Around her neck when she was found 


bed on which she lay. Each one Was 


separately knotted at the back of her 
neck with a double knot and so tightly 
{ied that Coroner Squires, the first of- 
ficial on the scene, could not get his 
finger between them and the flesh. Just 
below the neck the flesh waS discolored, 
as if scratched or bruised, and on th? 
neck were marks that the Coroner said 
looked as if made by fingers. But tne 
room and bed were undisturbed. 
Coroner Squires, Assistant District At- 
torney Weeks of Wesichester County, 
and Under Sheriff Doyle, each of whom 
made an investigation, insist that the 
woman was murdered. Police Capt. Har- 
mon of White Plains believes she com- 
mitted suicide. The utter lack of estab- 


lished motive for the woman's violent 
death, and the fact that her two children 
sleeping in the house and neighbors close 
at hand heard no unsual sounds during 
the night are what makes the case so 
puzzling. 

irs. Simmons was the wife of un en- 
gineer on the Harlem Division of thre New 
York Central Railroad. He left his wife 
just after ) o’clock on Monday night, go- 
ing by train to the Harlem freight yards, 
where he took a freight train to West 
Albany. He returned home at 11:30 yes- 
terday morning to find nis wife dead and 
the Coroner in possesion of the place. The 
police verified his report of his move- 
ments and exonerate him. 

Later the police appeared to take an- 
other view of the case and decided to 
arrest Simmons. He was taken into 
custody at 9 o’clock last night, protesting 
his innocence. His neighbors stood by 
him and said he could not have had any- 
thing to do with Mrs. Simmons’s tragis 
death. 

The body was still warm when the po- 
lice arrived on the scene. 

The Simmons home is in a quiet section 
of White Plains, where there has never 
been any disorder, Their house is one 
of a row of two-story, connected build- 
ings in which each family has three up- 
stairs and three downstairs rooms, with 
separate entrances. The houses are oc- 
cupied by families in comfortakle circum- 
stances, ’ 

There are two daughters in the family, 
6 and 4 years old, respectively. The chil- 
dren sleep on the second floor in a large 
room in the front of the house. The 
mother’s room was a small one in the 
rear. The children have been taught to 
dress themselves, the mother often boast- 
ing of their cleverness to the neighbors. 
This accounts for the fact that they did 
not enter her room before 11:30 yesterday 
morning. 

At that time the elder, Lillian, went to 
call her mother. She saw her lying on 
the bed and realized that something was 
wrong. She ran next door and called a 
neighbor, Mrs. Knapp. The woman fre- 
turned with her, and immediately called 
Dr. A. W, Page. He made a hasty ex- 
amination and then hurried in his auto- 
mobile to the County_Court House, where 
he knew Coroner S4uires of Ossining was 
attending as a witness. . 

After examining the body, he ealled in 
the police and told them a murder had 
been committed. The house was searched, 
but no evidence of the commission of a 
crime was apparent. The house was no- 
where in disorder. In the room in which 
the body was found the shades were 
drawn and the gas still burned. Mrs. 
Fimmons’s clothing was ona chair. The 
two pillow shams, soft laundered, were 
cut off by the Coroner to preserve the 
knots for examination. 

The little girls said there had been not 
a sound to disturb them during the night. 
The police went among the neighbors, but 
got not a clue. One woman recalled that 
several men had run past in the street in 
the night, disturbing several of them, but 
Capt. Harmon later found that they were 
firemen hurrying to the scene of an ex- 
plosion half a mile away. 

Mrs. Knapp said she had a sick son, 
into whose room she was called frequently 
during the night. His room is separated 
from Mrs. Simmons’s bedroom by a 
thin wall.

CHARGE MORTGAGE FRAUDS. 


Creditors Want American Won.en's 
League Wound Up. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., June 13.—Following the 
filing of two receivership suits to-day in 
the District Federal Court here, against 
the corporations directed by T. G. Lew's, 
President of the American Women's 
League, it was announced to-night thet 
a special session of the Federal Grand 
Jury had been called for July 6. Lewis 
at present is at San Bernardino, Cal., 4 
few miles from the Mexican border. 

One suit is a general creditors’ bill 
against all the Lewis corporations, ask- 
ing for a receiver to wind up the affairs 
of tthe league. The other is a foreclosure 
action against the University Heights 
Realty Company, the Peoples’ Savings 
Trust Company, the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company, and Nathan Frank, 
as trustees of the league, 

It is charged in the suits that Lewis and 
his associates advertised the issue of 
&090,000 of 6 per cent. real estate notes, to 
be secured by a first lien on real estate, 
when, as a matter of fact, there already 
existed a first deed of trust against the 
property for $400,000. It is also charged 
that lots to the value of &200,000 were re- 
leased without the knowledge or consent 
of the inortgage holders. It-is alleged 
that these were transferred to the Uni- 
versity Heights Realty and Development 
Company. 

It is charged 








also that Lewis resorted 
to the endless chain methods in all his 
business transactions; that all his con- 
cerns are jnsolvent, and that Lewis paid 
all his corporation debts in paper or cer- 
tificates of indebtedness in new corpora- 
Lions. 

It is said that the total indebtedness is 
more than $5,000,000 and that Lewis’s per- 
sonal expenses as representative of the 
American Women’s League averaged 
$6,000 a week. The league was estab- 
lished about three years ago and has ram- 
ifications throughout the United States 
and Canada. 

The majority of the members are per- 
sons of moderate means, and many have 
invested their savings in the Lewis proj- 
ects.

NO MONEY FOR SEWER FIGHT, 


Aidermen Refuse to Vote $50,000 for a 
Contest with Jersey Commission. 








The Aldermen refused yesterday to ap- 
propriate $50,000 revenue bonds to’ pay 
the expenses of a suit for an injunction 
against the State of New Jersey and 
the Passaic Valley Sewage Commission 
restraining them from ‘ menacing the 
health and property of the citizens of 
New York’”’ by reason of the alleged pol- 


lution of the waters of the harbor. 

An order of the United States Supreme 
Court provides for the appointment of a 
Commissioner to take testimony, which 
must be concluded by March, 1912. The 
testimony, it was stated by Acting Cor- 
poration Counsel Sterling, would include 
that of sanitation specialists, chemists, 
bacteriologists, engineers, and physicians 
and will also embrace a large volume of 
analytical work comprising more than 
4.000 chemical analyses, 2,000 bacteriologi- 
cal examinations, and a long series of 
tests to determine salinity, oxygen per- 
centage,’ observations on tidal phenomena, 
and geodetic surveys. Mr. Sterling’s re- 
port further states: 

“The Passaic Valley trunk sewer will 
drain 103 miles of New Jersey’s most pop- 
ulous region and discharge near the New 
York City line over 360,000,000 gallons of 
crude sewage per day, an amount far 
beyond the power of our harbor waters to 
assimilate. This would be a continuous 
menace to the welfare and property of 
our large population. 

‘The evidence presented will be entirely 
scientific and will necessitate securing the 
services of men of the greatest eminence 
and professional] reputation.”’ 

Objections were made by Aldermen 
Nicoll and Downing of Brookiyn. Nicoll 
was willing to give $25,000, but Downing 
said that he would not favor the giving 
of 1 cent ‘‘ until the Corporation Counsel 
reconizes the judicial powers of the Board 
of Aldermenft and the rights of Brooklyn.” 

Several Aldermen explained that Down- 
ing evidently meant “ legislative’ and 
not ‘‘ judicial’’ powers. Downing, how- 
ever, refused to correct himself, and as 
the measure required unanimous ‘consent 
it was sent to the Finance Committee for 
consideration.

MEXICO CITY, June 13.--The necessity 
of disbanding or in some way removing 
the armed Maderist forces from the cities 
of Mexico is accentuated by troubles, 
more or less serious, which are occurring 
daily. A number of arrests have beeh 
made in this city, those arrested includ- 
ing several. officers, and have resulted 
in bad blood between the Maderists and 
the police. 

The press of the capital is almost unan- 
imous in demanding relief from a situa- 
tion fast becoming unbearable—armed men 
girdled with at least three cartridge belts 
stalking. with clanking spurs-into restau- 
rants, cars, and theatres. ; 

Gen. Navarro, the defender of Juarez, 
appeared in the streets here to-day and 
received a continual ovation. He is pop- 
ular with Maderists and Federals alike. 

A great flower battle in honor of Ma- 
dero is planned for June 20. 


MEXICO CITY, June 13.—Soldiers who 
distinguished themselves in the futile de- 
fense of Juarez to-day raised such a row 
over their alleged grievances that mount- 
ed police had to disperse them and their 
supporters. No shots were fired. They 
were not regulars, but a band of volun- 
teers, who fought under Gen. Navarro.

CUERNAVACA, June 
Sefior Madero came here primarily to 
review the insurrecto troops, he really 
accomplished a great work toward paci- 
fying the State of Morelos, giving rélief 
to Americans and other foreigners who 
have been terrorized by the presence of 
4,000 insurgents.

All the insurrectos desire 
the city, led by a brass band, carrying 
their arms and with flags flying, 
thus to march through the streets.

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WARRINER TELLS ‘OF THEFTS. 


Admits He Stole $643,000 from Big 
Four and Accuses Cooke Also.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 13.—Edgar 
Street Cooke, who is being prosecuted 
for the theft of $24,000 from the Big Four 
Railroad, thinks he could possibly secure 
the dismissal of the present indictment 
against him by testifying that -ne was

901. The indictment charges him with 
the theft of this money on Dec. 14, 1°01. 
When Attorney Baker asked Charles 
L. Warriner, former Treasurer of the 
road, and now a convict in the Ohio Peni-

that Cooke was discharged on Dec. 18, 
1901, Warriner answered that he guessed 
that date was right. At any rate, Cooke 
Says that the trial will go'’on bé@cause he 
wishes to say a few things when he takes 
the stand.

Warriner was on the stand aimost all 
day. For three hours he was grilled by 
Lawyer Baker for Cooke. Warriner ad- 
mitted that Auditor Hewitt, now occupy- 
ing a position with the road in Buffalo, 
must have known that there was crooked 
work. 

W arriner 





also admitted that before 
Cooke left the office as an employe 
Treasurer Frank Comstock, Auditor 
Hewitt, and himself had examined Cooke's 
accounts and certified to their correct- 
ness. 

When Cooke left, Warriner said, he 
knew Cooke was short $24,000, and he had 
obtained only $2,000 of this amount from 
Cooke. He said Cooke had agreed to make 
the loss good. 

Warriner said he had stolen $645,000 
from the road. Asked as to his present 
circumstances he said that his home in 
Wyoming, a suburb of Cincinnati, is now 
the property of the Big Four, but that 
his wife and family live there. 

Much interest was attached to Baker's 
intimation that two high officials of the 
road were anxious that Cooke should 
take Mrs. Jeanette Ford to some other 
city imorder that they might be free trom 
her demands. 

Baker says he will not rest until he 
finds out why the cash books from the 
Big Four offices for the years 1900 to 
1904 were destroyed. “Tl am informed 
that they were not destroyed until the 
news of Warriner’s shortage became pub- 
lic property,’’ said he.

Physicians Find-Arsenic Was Given to 
Stepdaughter of Mrs. Henkle.

Dr, R. M. Wilson is a brother of Dr. H. 

Wilson, who attended Mrs. Henkle’s 
first husband previous to the latter's 
death. 

Miss Merle Henkle, the stepdaughter, is 
still in the hospital in a serious condition. 
Physicians who analyzed the contents of 
her stomach say they took theretorm two 
drams of arsenic. The County Prose- 
cutor and County Detective say that they 
have eidence that the poison was admin- 
istered to the girl in a glass of grape 
juice. They charge that Mrs. Henkle 
gave the girl the poison. 

According to the Martin’s Ferry physi- 
cian, Mrs. Henkle, who was then Mrs. 
Way, was a neighbor of Mrs. Schenk in 
Wheeling. Mrs. Schenk was accused of 
poisoning her husband with arsenic. Mrs. 
Henkle was bound over to await the Sep- 
tember Grand Jury to-day under $2,000. 
B. F. Atkinson of Caldwell, father of the 
accused woman, arrived to-day and fur- 
nished the $2,000 bail.

RFFIGIENGY’ SPEECH 
MADE T0 WORKERS 


Advocate of Time and Labor Sav- 
ing Was Not Liked at First 
in the Labor Temple. 








APPLAUDED AT THE END 





He Said When Things Were Just Right 
the Laborer Wouldn’t Have to Work 
More’ Than 4!4 Hours a Day. 





An advocate of the new science of “ ef- 
ficiency engineering’’ appeared in the 
Labor Teniple last night in order to dem- 
onstrate to workingmen how they would 
gain when things were so that half the 
number of laborers now required would 
be sufficient to accomplish any given job. 
He was not very warmly received. He 
was asked who paid him to come, and if 
it was not the allied manufacturers, and 
wherein his scheme of higher gearing of 
life by utilizing the time taken to light an 
occasional Cigarette or the measurement 
of the foot power or horse power of ener- 
sy consumed in absorbing a glass of beer, 
was going to profit the free worker. 

Through much heckling the efficiency 
advocate held his ground firmly, and at 
the end won warm applause. He was H. 
F. Stimpson, an engineer, with an office 
in the Singer Building. He declared he 
had volunteered to come only because he 
knew the laboring men were wondering 
how they were going to benefit, and felt 
he could answer the question, as he had 
heard it put at a meeting in the same hall 
last week, _ 

‘“‘In the first. place,’’ said he, ‘the 
laborer is strictly up against one sad 
proposition: his employer, so long: as he 
is able to, will want to get all he can get 
out of his laborer for the least he is re- 
quired to pay. We cannot expect any 
higher altruisim to soften the heart of 
the employer in this regard. 

‘‘ So the laborer must yield to efficiency 
methods, for he cannot help doing that, 
and at the same time must offset the 
loss he will have to bear by extra activity 
as a citizen. While I cannot see where 








ae 








appeals to his employer’s generosity, If 


Can see where he can win a vast amount 
by. a proper use of his citizenship. 

‘Efficiency, in other words, has got 
to be carried from the methods of produc- 
tion to the methods of consumption— 
from the. factory to commerce, where 
waste is more widespread than in any 
other field of human endeavor. 

“The fact is that the ordinary pur- 
chaser knows nothing about the cost of 
the thing he buys. fe cannot know in 
the very nature of things. Now that’s 
all wrong, and efficiency engineering will 
have to come into play just there. It 
costs an exact amount in labor effort and 
brain effort to roduce every article. 
Therefore that article has an exact value, 
and it is stealing to charge more for it 
than its actual value comes to. The re- 
sult is that one-third of the people, say, 
work all the time, and two-thirds work 
none of the time, to produce the goods 
ithe world needs. 

‘‘ Now, obviously, the capitalist or em- 
ployer should not have the final power in 
fixing the value of goods produced. 
long as he can do that the laborer is cer- 
lain tc get only what the employer has 
to give him And the laborer should not 
have that power, for he is not likely to 
measure justly the interest of the em- 
ployer nor the interest of the consumer. 

“ There is one power that could be fair 
to all. This is the power of the general 
government. The Government's efficienc 
engineers could determine just how muc 
energy a human worker can expend each 
day without overstrain and overwork and 
the wreck of his own body—aH he has to 
offer to the world as an engine of energy. 
I do not speak for government ownership— 
not that, nor Socialism. What [ am get- 
ting at is strong government regulation. 

‘“Etficiency nowhere contemplates the 





consumption of more of the laborer’s en- 
ergy, but only the utilization of the 
energy now consumed so as to eliminate 
waste. It contemplates the reduction of 
energy in every case where the energy 
is Over the point of healthful strain. The 
future I see for efficiency engineering is 
that, properly and universally applied, the 
work day for every laborer can be re- 
duced to about four and one-half hours. 
Thus, efficiency, properly bulwarked for 
the interests of all, would mean that, 
instead of throwing a large part of us 


¢out of work, all of us could get along on 


much less work than we have to do. 

“Until as citizens the laborers can 
force the Government to act, they must 
fall in with the programme and take 
what proportion of the benefits they can 
win from the conditions that now pre- 
vail. If unionized, the laborers must 
learn that they can employ efficiency 
engineers as readily as their employers.” 
For an hour after concluding his ex- 
position Mr: Stimpson was cross-quege 
tioned from the audience.

GROUT MAKES DENIAL. 


Says the Union Bank Didn’t Tie Up 
Realty Through a Loan. 


Ex-Controtler Edward M. Grout, who 
was President of the Union Bank of 
Brooklyn when it closed for the second 
time in April of last year, made prompt 
reply yesterday to a statement by As-=, 
semblymen Louis E. Goldstein of Grook- 
lyn in which the legislator intimated that 
the bank had borrowed $500,000 from the 
Metropolitan.Trust Company of Manhat.- 
tan without the knowledge of the State 
Baatking Depariment. This was denied 
by Mr. Grout. 

Assemblyman Goldstein has introduced 
in the Legislature a bill providing for an 
investigation by a legislative committee 
of the case of the Union Bank. The 
measure has not as yet come up for a 
vote. 

“There are several matters about which 
the deposigors want to know the partic- 
ulars,”’ said the Assemblyman yesLerday. 
“They want to know how and why a 
loan of $500,000 was obtained from the 
Metropolitan Trust Company only a few 
months before the Union Bank closed its 
doors, They have a right to know, if it 
is true, that the loan was secured with- 
out the knowledge or permission of the 
State Banking Department. They want 
to know why it was necessary to pledge 
all of the valuable real estate assets of 
the Wnion Bank to secure this loan of 
$500,000 and so tie up the assets that the 
depositors have not been able to get a 
penny of their deposits since the bank 
closed. : 

“They want to know why it was that 
it cost the Union Bank $100,000, all told, 
to get this loan of $500,000.’’ 

‘It is not true,” said Mr. Grout, “ that 
the loan of $500,000 from the Metropolitan 
Trust Company was made without the 
knowledge of the State Banking Depart- 
ment. The contrary is the fact. ‘This 
loan was to meet the last of the bank’s 
deferred payments, and no more of the 
bank’s assets were pledged than was nec- 
essary to make reasonable security for 
the loan. It is untrue that it cost the 
Union Bank $100,000-to get the loan. It 
is also untrue that the making of that 
loan has prevented the sale of any of the

STIMSON GIVES DIPLOMAS 





Popular Men of Graduating Class Re- 
ceive Rousing Cheers—Retirement of 
Col. Tillman After 40 Years’ Service.

WEST POINT, N. Y., June 13.—The 
United States Military Academy gave 
eighty-two Second Lieutenants to the 
army to-day and one officer to the army 
of Venezuela. The occasion was the grad- 
uating exércises of the class of 1911, the 
first under the superintendency of Major 
Gen. Thomas H. Barry, the highest rank- 
ing officer, with one exception, who has 
ever held that place. 

The diplomas were presented to the 
graduates by Henry L. Stimson, the new 
Secretary of War, while the principal ad- 
dress was made by Major Gen. Leonard 
Woog.the Chief of the General Staff, who 
is among those not of West Point, yet 
who in his address praised West Point 
and al) that it stands for, and added that 
fie hoped the day was coming when all 
officers of the regular army would be 
graduates of the institution. 

The graduation ‘exercises were to have 
taken place in the open and arrange- 
ments had been made for the seating of 
~,000 persons on the parade ground./ A 
heavy downpour of rain, however, made 
this part of the programme impossible, 
and the young officers received their 
diplomas in Cullom Hall instead. Under 
command of Lieut. Col. Sladen, the Com- 
mandant of Cadets, the entire corps of 
cadets marched/from the barracks to 
Cullom: Hall, where the first class men 
fell out of ranks, and, forming a column 
by themselves, marched into the hall fol- 
lowed by the other three classes. 

On the stage besides Secretary of War 
Stimson, Gen. Wood, and Gen. Barry, 
were Mer, O'Keeffe of Highland Falls, 
Gen. Horace Porter, Gen. J. Ford Kent, 
Gen. Charles Morton, Loyall Farragut of 
the academic staff of the Academy, and 
the higher ranking of the tactical offi- 
cers. Among those of the academic staff 
was Col. Samuel E. Tillman, head of the 
Department of Chemistry, who this year 
retires after a service of forty years as a 
professor at the Academy. 

The first part of the day's exercises 
were in honor of Col. -Tillman. Gen. 
Barry, in referring to his retirement, paid 
a glowing tribute to the old soldier and 
voiced on behalf of West Pointers the 
love which all of them entertain for Col. 
Tillman. 

Col. Tillman thanked Gen. Barry for 
the nice things he had said and assured 
him that the forty-two years of continu- 
ous service to which he referred had been 
the pleasantest of his career. Col. Till- 
man referred to his own graduation when 
he received his diploma from Gen. Sher- 
man, and alluded to the fact that he had 
signed the diplomas of thirty-four succes- 
sive classes of West Pointers. Perfect 
truth and perfect frankness, he said, was 
and always should be the aim of officers 
of the American Army. After Col. Till- 
man came Gen. Wood, the Chief of the 
General St ? 

“*Gen Wood,” said Gen. Barry in intro- 
ducing the Chief of the General Staff, 
“has by his indomitable will, energy, and 
ability risen to the head of the United 
States Army. He is interested in West 
Point at all times and he has shown it 
by leaving his busy desk to come here to- 
day.”’ 

‘*‘T am glad, indeed,” said Gen. yoo 
‘“*to have this opportunity to say a word’ 
of appreciation of this institution, and I 
am particularly glad to welcome the class 
of 1911 into the United States Army. Your 
course of training, if kept up, will bring 
you success. It has been my good fortune 
to have known many graduates of West 
Point in all parts of the world, and they 
have never failed no matter what they 
were called upon to do, even down to the 
organization of schools in strange lands. 
When I look at you and realize that I am 
getting older, I have a feeling of envy 
for you young gentlemen. If I should 
suggest anything as to your future Ca- 
reers, [I would say that the chief charac- 
teristics of an officer and gentleman are 
courtesy and consideration for others. Be 
especially courteous and considerate to 
your subordinates. Remember that each 
man has his self-respect, and if that self- 
respect is destroyed then the soldier is 
destroyed too. There is not much money 
in the career before you, but there is 
much honor. Remember that you repre- 
sent the best military academy in the 
world. I can say it because I am not of 
the academy. I hope that some day we 
shall be able to officer the army entirely 
with West Pointers. Good men will come 
into the service in other ways, but, all 
things being equal, the man from West 
Point makes the best officer. I wish each 
of you all success.’’ 

In introducing Secretary Stimson as the 
next speaker Gen. Barry referred to Mr. 
Stimson’s defeat for Governor of New 
York last year. 

‘‘A great many,”’ said Gen. Barry, “‘still 

elieve that he shoulé have been elected 

vernor. But we are all glad that he 
was not and we are proud to have him 
where he is.” 

Secretary Stimson in his address said 
that in its second century West Pointers 
would have more important problems to 
solve than did their distinguished prede- 
eessors of the Academy's first century. 
He referred to the responsibilities of the 
officers of the different branches of the 
service. 

He then delivered the diplomas, 
Barry standing at his right and Gen. 
Wood at his left. As each cadet came 
forward he grasped him by the hand with 
a word or two of congratulation.

Fleming got 
a noisy greeting from the cadets massed 
behind him and blushed like a schoolgirl

BURNED IN CHEMICAL FIRE. 


Albany Works Destroyed by Explosion 
in Which Superintendent Is Killed. 


ALBANY, June 13.—One man is dead, one 
is missing, and six others are in a serious 
condition in hospitals as the result of an 
explosion in the distilling room of the 
Albany Chemical Works on Van Rensse- 
taer Island this afternoon. 

Fire which burst out all over the 
works immediately after the explosion 
destroyed the greater part of the plant, 
causing a loss estimated at $100,000, and 
threatened the plants of the Standard 
and Texas Oil Companies, where 4,000,000 
gallons of oil and gasoline are stored. 
So great was the danger that the fire- 
fighting apparatus of the Standard Oil 
Company was made ready for action, and 
men stationed near the monster tanks. 

The missing man is Frank F. Adams, 
Superintendent of the works, who was 
seen to fall inside the building in the path 
of the advancing flames. John J. Flanni- 
gan, helper to nis father, who was en- 
gineer at the plant, died three hours 
after the accident from his injuries. 

Those most seriously injured are Henry 
Quinn, chemist, badly burned and will 
probably die; Lambert G. Bleecker, la- 
borer, body burned, may die; Wilson Bri- 
erley, steam fitter, both arms broken, 
body burned, may die: John J. Flannigan, 
Sr., engineer, badly bruised, will probably 
dié; Patrick J. Burns, engineer, scalp 
wound and burns, has chance of recovery; 
William Sherry, steamfitier, arms and 
body burned, may recover. ; 

The cause of the disaster is problemat- 








ical, but it is supposed that a tank con-] 


taining hundreds of gallons of acetone, a 
preparation used in making photograph 
films and a solvent for smokeless pow- 
der, burst and detonated other tanks con- 
taining high explosives. The shock of the 
explosion was felt for miles, and.a mags 
of _ and dense black smoke shot sky- 
ward. 

The foreman of a gang of men laying a 
water pipe for the chemical works said 
afterward that he was about 300 feet 
from the structure and heard a slight ex- 
plosion, closely followed by a violent one. 
The ground shook beneath his feet, he 
said, and when he looked up the whole 
side of the building crumbled and fire 
burst from every window. 

Burns, the engineer, was hurled through 
a window and thrown 350 feet into a 
swamp, landing in water deep enough to 
break his fall. Two others, Quinn and 
Sherry, were hurled some distance and fell 
side bv side. 

Henry Allen. the shipping clerk, was in- 
side the structure and was shoved back- 
ward through the door. He says he saw 
Adams fall face downward a few_ feet 
from him. 

Firemen were hampered by the contin- 
ual explosions of cans of chemicals, and 
several times they were forced to retreat 
when massive tanks containing explo- 
sives ripped open and sent out seething 
volumes of flame dnd smoke. When the 
cannonading of the exploding tanks 
ceased the fire was speedily brought un- 
der gontrol.

Directors of the Denver & Rio Grande, 
at their adjourned meeting yesterday af- 
ternoon, voted to pass the usual preferred 
dividend, in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Gould bankers, The 
company had an unbroken dividend record 
for the past ten years.

The preferred opened at 62% and 
sold up to 63% before the meeting, after 
which it broke to 59%. It clased at 59%, a 
loss of 2% points. There was a sudden 
increase in the activity of the issue, 12,200 
shares being traded tn. Denver & Rio 
Grande common declined only half a 
point. 

It was reported before last week’s meéet- 
ing that the regular semi-annual pay- 
ment of 2% per cent. would be declared, 
even though part of it had to b@ made up 
from the previous surplus. Speyer & Co. | 
and Blair & Co. opposed continuing ‘the 
dividend on the ground that the company 
will be called upon for interest on the 
Western Pacific bonds, and George J. 
Gould intimated last week that their ad- 
vice would be followed. 

The following statement was given out 
after yesterday’s meeting: 

‘The Directors concluded that. current 
income should first of all protect the 
guarantees of the company as well as its 
fixed charges, and, after careful consid- 
eration, they unanimously dedided to fol- 
low a strictly conservative course and 
forego declaring the usual semi-annual 
dividend of 2% per cent., even though the 
gross perating revenues for the current 
fiscal year {two months estimated) will 
approximate $23,500,000, compared with 
$23,563,436 for the preceding year, and the 
net revenue, exclusive of taxes, $7,500,000, 
against $7,779,467 a year ago.

When the first group of thirty special 
Inspectors sent out by Water Commis- 
sioner Thompson to detect the points 
where the water supply of the city is 
being wasted turned in their figures yes- 
terday for the day’s work, it was learned 
that they had found leaks in 60 per cent. 
of the houses..they entered. The very 
walls of the Water Department offices in 
Park Row seemed.to be saying, ‘‘I thought 
as much,” for in the face of the danger 
of a water. famine, Commissioner Thomp- 
son Yras always felt that the first step 
should be in the direction of checking 
needless waste. 

The district visited by the Inspectors, 
green from the civil service lists, was the 
upper east side, between Eighty-sixth and 
110th Streets, an area of indifferent prop- 
erty management which, it was supposed, 
would furnish more leaks than any other 
part of the city. The thirty by no means 
completed their survey of the district, and 
yesterday their number was increased to 
fifty-five. Others: will be added up to 
150, until the entire city is subject to in- 
spection. 

The Inspectors will return to the visited 
houses after a space of four days, and 
if the leak has not been repaired in the 
interval. there will be a fine of $2 a leak, 
and this will constitute a lien on the 
property. Failure to repair then leaves 
the householder liable te have his water 
supply cut off without notice. 

Although Commissioner Thompson never 
lets any one lose sight of the fact that 
we are by no means out of the woods 
yet, its plain that the water affairs of 
the city are looking up a little. Monday 
night poured nearly as much water on 
the Croton watershed as did Saturday 
night, the average rainfall measuring 
something more than .55 of an inch, ad- 
ding roughly nearly two billion gallons 
more to the reserve. 

When, toward the end of 
missioner Thompson sounded his 
warning, the reserve store was 
fifty-four billions, as compared with 
eighty-eight_ billions at the same time 
last year. On. that small reserve, the city 
was obliged to draw little by little, so 
that at the end of last week, just before 
the heavens opened, the reserve had 
drepped to about fifty billions.

Mayor Against Meters. 


Throughout the discussion of an im- 
pending water famine, it has been fre- 
quently suggested that it would be well to 
put water meters in the dwellings of the 
city. In a letter to Secretary Harding of 


the High Bridge Taxpayers’ Alliance, 
Mayor Gaynor expressed himself yester- 
day as strongly opposed to such a plan. 
Here is his letter: 
WJflice of the Mayor. 
June 13, 1911. 
Dear Mr. Harding: Your favor of June 

12 is at hand. I entirely agree with you in 
regard to putting water meters in dwell- 
ings. I ‘do not believe in charging for 
water according to meter for domestic pur- 
poses, or for use in dwellings or tenements. 
TY examined the matter very carefully over 
@ year ago and came to that conclusion, 
and I see no reason to depart from it. 

If heads of houses had to pay for water 
according to meter, they would be uneasy 
when their wives and children took baths, 
for such is human nature. The result would 
be discomfort and uncleanliness. Every one 
would hesitate to take a bath sooner than 
add to the household expense. This would 
be particularly so among the-poor and peo- 
ple of moderate means. 

I believe in getting an inexhaustible 
source of water supply and letting every 
one use all the water he or she wants for 
washing and bathing and domestic pur- 
poses. That is necessary to keep the com- 
munity clean and in a good sanitary con- 
dition. /fell your association to stick to 
this.

American Telephone and Telegraph, the 
latter company planning to use it for its 
long-distance business. i 

This Summer, it is promised, will see 
the completion of the underground cable 
between New York and Boston, a task 
undertaken by the same company. ‘The 
two links will cover a distance of 473 
miles. The Washington cable, weinging 
$5,000 tons and costing several million 
dollars, carries 148 wires, capable of pear- 
ing at the same time to any one point 
99 telephone mesages and 296 telegrams. 
The route between Baltimore and Wash- 
ington is the same as that over which 
Pref.-Morse. inventor of the telegraph, 
planned to lay an underground teiegraph 
conduit sixty-seven years ago. 

Brief word of many disasters due to the 
storm of Monday night kept coming from 
the South yesterday. Reports from ivew- 
port News estimated that perhaps fifteen 
fishermen had been drowned at Hampton 
Roads ard in the James River. The cngi- 
neer of the southbound Federal Express 
brought his train to a stop at the sight of 
a red light in the signal tower at E,kton, 
Md.

President Thomas N. Rhinelander of the 
National Highways Protective Association 
received a letter yesterday from Mayor 
Gaynor commending the work of the 
Junior Branch of the association in trying 
to prevent accidents to children by keep- 
ing them from playing in the streets. 
This is the Mayor's letter:

Dear Mr. Rhinelander: My attention has 
been called to the work of your Junior 

Branch of the National Highways Protect- 

ive Society. Your es to safefuard the 

children of the city against loss of life 
and injury in the streetss and to provide 
them with playgrounds are most laudable. 

It is very gratifying to see private citizens 

engaging in such work. Sincerely yours,

Col. Edward 8S. Cornell, Secretary of Me 
association, told yesterday how the Junior 
Association came to be formed and what 
it was doing. 

‘The parent association,” said he, “‘ has 
done its best to provide playgrounds for 


the city’s children. One of the great ob- 
Stacles has been the education of parents. 
However, at the opening of the last farm 
garden we established on East Sixty-sixth 
Street a large number of mothers asked 
that plots be reserved for their children, 

“ There are perhaps 800,000 children now 
Playing in the streets of New York. We 
nope gradually to bind them together in 
an association, pledged to keep certain 
ruies, and to accomplish our ends, the 
Satety of the children, and at the same 
time giving them a chance to breathe 
the pure air of an open playground or 
farm garden, and to keep the city clean 
by their loyalty to the association « 
co-operation among themselves. At 
present the playgrounds of the city are 
not equal to the number of children need- 
ing them, but we hope in time to provide 
space for all, and are particularly pleased 
at the interest the Mayor has shown 1n 
our work. We will, we feel,sure, have 
the help of the officials.”’ 

These, Col, Cornell said, were the rules 
of the Junior Branch: 


To use the nearest playground. Not to 
play ball or any other game in which 
missiles are thrown on the streets. To 
refrain from hitching onto vehicles, and 
from jumping off or on street cars. Not 
to throw stones at automobiles, cars, or 
wagons. To cross the streets only by 
cross walks. To help to keep the streets 
clean. To refrain from throwing paper or 
refuse, or building bonfires on the streets. 
These pledges must be signed by the 
child and countersigned by the parents. 
After three months the child, if he has 
obeyed the rules, will receive a hadge, and 
special badges will be awarded for good 
conduct.

The proceedings resulting in the deci- 
sion to hold Scheib for the Grand Jury 
were brief.

Probably not one person in 
10,000, however, has ever given thought 
to the somewhat significant fact, allud- 
ed to by Mr. Ivins in his address at 
Carnegie Hall a few weeks ago, that 
in the Federal Government only two 
officers are elected directly by the peo- 
ple, the President and the Congress- 
man, The election of the President is 
nominally indirect, although the mem- 
bers of the Electoral College never do, 
ia fact, exercise that freedom of choice 
and discretion which, theoretically, be- 
longs to them. With only two of its 
offices filled by the people’s direct 
vote, this great, powerful, and exceed- 
ingly complex piece of Governmental 
machinery has, nevertheless, done its 
work in a manner that has commanded 
the admiration of historians and stu- 
dents of politits the world over. 

But the muckrakers and men of a 
Populistic turn of mind generally are 
not satisfied. They want to put the 
Senate into the people’s hands. The 
change appeals to them, apparently, 
chiefly because it is a change, for cer- 
tainly they have no very well reasoned 
arguments to support it. The hopes 
they express of the working of the plan 
are almost certainly delbusive. If the 
election of Senators by the people works 
any change in the Senate at all, it will 
be to lower its character, its standing,

Present sites and properties have ac- 
quired their own associations and af- 
fections which need not be rudely 
trampled upon or affronted. Good 
planning always. takes account of con- 
ditions as they are, and seeks by the 
best examples not to destroy them, but 
to make them better. This principle 
Should be adhered to firmly by the 
town planners, while the city authori- 
ties should cheerfully grant them pow- 
ers to make beneficial changes.

THE INFLUENCE OF SPORTS. 

The Boston Globe publishes an inter- 
view with Mr. Epwarp A. WILKIE, in 
which that gentleman takes occasion 
to denounce sports, because ‘‘ the spec- 
tacle, the competition, the excitement ” 
are their essential elements. Sports are 
not recuperative, Mr. WILKIE asserts’ 
fthey are exhausting to the spectator 
and to the performer, while the ethics 
of sport “‘runs all the way from the 
ethics of war and the ethics of business 
to the ethics of gambling.’’ Rather 
strangely, we think, hé classes with 
the cockfighting of Greece, the gladia- 
torial contests of Rome, the bullifight- 
ing of Spain, and the boxing of Eng- 
land, ‘‘the baseball of the United 
States.” 

Sports, as exhibited on the football 
and baseball fields in this country, are 
something more than manifestations 
of the. normal human spirit of play. 
We are not quite so sure ag Mr. WILKIE 
that they are invariably manifestations 
of the “ robbing and fighting instincts.” 
But it is very certain that they mean 
‘“‘playing to win,” and it is often diffi- 
cult to keep the spirit of emulation free 
of the vices of greed and malice. Par- 
ticipation in well-conducted sports, both 
by the players and the observers—for 
the observers do take a very real part 
in them—is quite wholesome. For the 
masses it relieves the monotony of a 
routine existence, and the excitement 
is genuinely recuperative. Men genu- 
inely crave to have their mental activ- 
ities and emotions led into fresh chan- 
nels of experience, during which their 
nerves, relieved of the customary 
wear, may rest and find repair. The 
stimulus of concentration upon sports 
may not be so noble as that derived 
from the enjoyment of the fine arts 
and music and the drama, but these are 
not always within the means or the 
comprehension of the masses. Relief in 
the sight of out-of-door games, whether 
amateur or professional, if stripped of 
their worst features, is incomparably 
better than relief sought through the 
stimulus of alcoholic drinks and vicious 
Of course, the bullfight- 
ing, prizefighting_and gladiatorial ton- 
tests to which Mr. WILKI£ alludes are 
not sports in the sense in which base- 
ball and other popular forms of ath- 
letics are called sport.

for the same service was raised in a 
Somewhat modified form in the Supreme 
Court this week, and Justice GIEGERICH, 
though postponing decision while waiting 
further light on the case before him, 
plainly intimated that in his opinion it 
was improper, to base charges on ability 
to pay. ot 

In this particular instance the Superin- 
tendent of a State insane asylum, acting 
under the law which empowered the Com. 
mission in Lunacy to fix the amount which 
shall be paid by patients with means, had 
raised the weekly charge for the main- 
tenance of an incompetent woman from 
$3.50 to $5 a week, having discovered that 
she had an estate of gbout $15,000. The 
guardian of her property had resisted the 
udvance. His position was not that $5 
a week was too much but that no-imore 
should be demanded from one patient 
than from another, neither being without 
means and each receiving about the same 
treatment, 

This, it will be seen, is not quite the 
problem of the physician in private prac- 
tice, but it is closely analogous, and its 
ultimate decision will do something to- 
ward establishing a2 general rule. Doc- 
tors aré, so far as we know, unanimous 
in holding, to put the matter bluntly, that 
the rich must pay for the poor. They 
talk more or less—the wiser they are, the 
less, not the more-about the greater 
weight of responsibility they bear when 
treating a rich patient, but the main ar- 
gument they advance to justify a custom 
obviously in direct conflict with ordinary 
business principles is that as they render 
much service to patients who can pay 
little or nothing, they could not live if 
they did not demand from the rich fees 
proportioned -to their resources. -

matter seemingly governed by blind 
chance, must be of the long-distance 
sort and-of no present or practical value. 
Gamblers never learn this, else would 
they not keep laborious records of what 
has happened and expect thereby to ac- 
quire information as to what is going to 
happen next. 

‘Of course, the weather Is not deter- 
mined by chance, really, but for all we 
know about its causation it might almost 
as well be, for we have taken only a few 
steps, and those jincertain, beyond the 
keeping of a record. The meteorologists 
have arrived at ‘‘ probabilities’”’ for a 
day or two ahead, and have vaguely 
glimpsed interdependent phenomena and

— Eighteen-months-old Dorothy 
Stone is dead of phosphorus poisoning. <A 
box of matches having become wet, Mrs. 
Stone spread them out to dry. A _ short 
time later she found the child chewing 
the heads. A doctor was summoned, but 
could do nothing to save the baby’s life. ~ 


News items of this kind are all teo 
common. When everything is considered, 
it appears almost criminal to foster 
longer the use of a deadly polson for 
which there ig, a harmless substitute, 
Particularly wheh by acting in harmony 
with the most-advanced countries of the 
world we can save the match manufact- 
urers the annoyance of expensive and 


in the match industry from unnecessary 
disease, horrible deformity, and death; 
save the general public from additional 
accidental poisoning and convenient in- 
struments of crime, free ourselves from 
the burden»cf supporting those who are 
incapacitated by the peculiar hazards’ of 
the industry, and, finally, absolutely 
eliminate one loathSome occupational 
disease, known as ‘‘ phossy jaw.” 

When Congress finally passes the Esch 
Phosphorus bill it will put an end to 
this unnecessary poisoning. Nine of the 
leading countries of Europe, upon the 
initiative of the International Associa- 
tion for Labor Legislation, Have joined 
in an international treaty to’ absolutely 
prohibit the use of poisonous phosphorus 
(for which there are inexpénsive and 
harmless substitutes) in the manufacture 
of matches.

which it is said of the Commercial Cable 
Company: 





There was no intimation prior to the 
purchase by the company of the tract of 
ground near Far Rockaway and the sub- 
sequcnt announcement that a new receiving 
station would be bullt as socn as possible 
that the present station was inadequete to 
the company’s needs. It develops now that 
the change in locatien is Voluntary on the 
part of the company. 

These statements are exactly opposite 
to the facts. The company’s facilities 
for present use and future expansion are 
entirely adequate to the comparty’s needs, 
and there is nothing voluntary on the 
part of the company _in the projected 
changes. The changes will be a serious 
iiny.ediment tc the company’s business 
while they are in progress, and will be 
Very cestiv. The company desires noth- 
ing better than to be left undisturbed 
with its cables landing within twelve 
miles of its main office in New Yerk, 
but it has been* ordered to make way for 
a public improvement, "and to do so it 
must remove its eables and carry them 
back to a point nearly twenty-two miles 
from its main office. It is this increased 
distance between the landing place and 
the main office that creates the need of 
the extensive work at Far Rockaway. 
Novel methods of Operation must be 
adopted, 

The company is not moving of its own 
accord and does not desire to move. 
The company is forced to move and to 
Spend a very large sum of money to move 
from an advantageous position to a less 
advantageous one. The statement in 
THE TIMES that the company is ghans- 
ing its location voluntarily is very un- 
fortunate and liable to do harm.

The tuberculosis gituation in this city is 
critical. Thousands of consumptives are unable 
to secure hospital treatment because of the in- 
adequate facilities furnished by the city. It is 
6stimated by experts who are familiar with 
the gituation that at least 7,000 beds are need- 
ed immediately. We have at present only 3,200, 
less than one-half the number needed. 

Requests are now before the Board of Es- 
timate “wnd Apportionment for appropriations in 
the next Corporate Stock Budget to increase 
the facilities in the .uberculosis hospitals 
‘under the control of the Devartment of Health 
and of the Department of Public Charities. 
The money should be granted. ‘Tio this end 
this committee has been conducting an active 
campaign. 

Our pamphlets, copies of which may be had 
upon request, describe the need and what we 
think ought to be done. We Sincerely hope 
that we may have vour help in urging the ap- 
propriation of sufficient fundg to meet this 
critical situation.

ROYAL PORTRAIT GOES CHEAP 





Only $3 Bid for a Signed Picture of. 
King Edward as Prince of Wales— 
Many Presentation Volumes. 





A prsentation copy, fr¢m Queen Victoria 
to Canom Charles Kingsley of *‘ The Prin- 
cipal Speechcs and Addresses of His Roy- 
al Highness, Albert, the Prince Consort,’ 
brought $210 in the Kingsley library sale 
at the Keeler Art Gulleries, 70 Liberty 
Street, yesterday. It was the highest price 
realized by any one of the many books, 
which had interesting associations. 

The voiume is in white morroco binding, 
and, on the fly leaf, is the following ine 
scription in Queen Victoria’s autograph: 

a 
To the Rev. C. Kingsley. In recollection 
of the greatest and best of men, from the 
beloved Prince’s broken-hearted widow. 

Victoria R. Osborne, January 4th, 1863. 

The attendance was good, and the come 
petition for this valuable and interesting 
memorial of the Queen, the Prince Cone 
sort, and Canon Kingsley, was spirited. 
The prize was finally knocked down, at 
the price named, to George D. Smith. 

Another item of interest was the 
“Works of St. Augustine,” five volumes 
folio, bound in pig skin, and printed at 
Basel in 1569, with autograph presentation 
from Thomas Carlyle to Canon Kingsley, 
and a note 
stating that the work had been given to 
Cariyle by the poet, John Sterling. George 
D. Smith secured this also for $40. 

Carlyle wrote a remarkable biography 
of Sterling, who died of consumption, It 
‘has been said, by one biographer of 
the poet that this is an instance of James 
Boswell and Dr. Samuel Johnson re- 
versed, Johnson (Carlyle) in this case be- 
ing the biographer Boswell, (Sterling. 
It is one of Carlyle’s most admired works. 

The ‘* Book of Common Prayer,” in the 
Hawaiian language, printed at Honolulu 
in 1862, and presented by Emma, Queen 
of the Sandwich, or Hawaiian, Islands, to 
Canon Kingsley, was boug‘nt on order for 
$i4. It contains an inscription to him 
in Queen Emma’s autograph. 

A copy of ‘‘The Most Ancient and 
Famous History of the Renowned Prince 
Arthur,’ by Sir Thomas Malony, the 
three-volume reprint, published in Lon- 
don in 1816, with Charles Kingsley’s auto- 
graph and t'he inscription, ‘‘ The copy he

For a manuscript Bible hand-illumi- 
nated, and on vellum, title page and last 
page missing, V. G. Simkhovitch of Co- 
lumbia University, paid $20.50.

The Boston market opened strong, with 
copper shares the special feature. Amal- 
gamated advanced to 70%, Lake to 40, 
North Butte to 36, Old Dominion to 49, 
and United States Smelting to 39%. The 
undertone continued steady throughout 
the session and the market closed strong 
at highest prices of the day. 

On the Chicago Exchange Quaker Oats 
shares declined 3 points on small offer- 
ings. People’s Gas changed hands in a 
small way at unchanged quotations. There 
was slightly better trading in the elevated 
shares, and both Metropolitan West Side 
and North Western common advanced, 
while South Side shares remained steady.

COMMODITY MARKETS. 


WHEAT.—The wheat market, after a day of 
uncertainty, closed at a small net gain for the 
session. The improvement seemed to be due to 
covering, a decideg let-up in the liquidating 
pressure, and there were reports of some sup- 
port by the bull interest again. The buying in 
the afternoon was encouraged by a big decrease 
in the world’s visible, 6,554,000 bushels, com- 
pared with an increase the previous week of 
3,154,000 bushels. The decrease last year was 
7,066,000 bushels. The foreign markets were 
also quite firm, and there were some com- 
plaints from Western Europe, although condl- 
tions in Southeastern Europe are satisfact- 
ory. There were reports.of some export bids 
and that orders were nearer a working basis, 
owing to the sharp decline in the American 
markets. Only two loads of Manitoba wheat 
were reported during the day for export. The 
Western conditions were unchanged. The 
weather was favorable. The weekly bulletin 
Stated that ideal conditions prevailed in Spring 
wheat regions the past week, and private re- 
ports are of similar conditions in the Canadian 
Northwest. Predictions of, record crops of 
Spring wheat, American and Canadian, con- 
tinue, and very little deterioration in the crop 
promise is reported since June 1. In Winter 
wheat sections the weather continues dry and 
harvest is in full swing in the more southerly 
sections of Kansas and Missouri. The weather 
is very favorable for this work. Two crop ree 
porters now traveling in Kansas estimate tho 
crop in that State at 67,000,000 to 72,000,000 
bushels, compared with 61,000,000 bushels last 
year. The estimate on the Nebraska crop is 
about 5,000,000 bushels more than last year. 
No. 2 red is quoted at 94%c, free on board; No, 
1 Northern, $1.02, and No. 1 Manitoba, $1.04%, 

ORN.—The market was less active. Prices 
advanced again early, but selling orders in 
considerable volume were met, and the market 
reacted, closing at only a slight net gain. 
While apprehension was expressed regarding 
corn in the southerly sections, particularly in 
the Gulf cotton regions and the Southwest, 
owing to the severe drought and high tem- 
peratures, corn elsewhere seems to be doing 
well, and there are few complaints, even from 
Kansas and Missouri. Receipts continue large 
and the past week the visible supply caaounned 
1,859,000 bushels, following an increase of 
1,831,000 bushels the previous week. Cash 
corn was quiet, with two loads reported for ex- 
ort. No. 2 corn was quoted at 6l%c, free on 
oard. 

OATS were active and firm early, advancing 
to the previous, high levels, but later reacted, 
closing at about unchanged for the day. Claims 
of damage from the dr hot weather in the 
Southwest and South, and revorts of damage in 
Ohio Valley States and in Nebraska, stimulated 
arly buying, but the demand was not urgent, 
and prices reacted readily. The visible supply 
increased 074,000 bushels, compared with a de- 
crease of 924,000 bushels last year, while West- 
ern receipts continue more than 50 per cent. 
larger than a year ago. Cash’ oats were quiet- 
er, with standards quoted at 4414c; No. 2 white, 
43c, and No. 3, 44¢c. 

PROVISIONS were dull, final prices showing 
a small net decline. There was very little in- 
terest shown in futures, but owing to the 
rather liberal movement of hogs, and a decline 
of 5 to 10 cents in Western hog prices, the 
market softened.

Although the character of news advices was 
not changed materially, in fact the outlook 
for continue’ dry weather overnight was con- 
strued as further intensifying the drought pre- 
vailing, bull aggressiveness, recently in evi- 
dence, was not in important volume. There 
were some indications of the market having 
become over-bought, with a continuation of 
profit-taking by conservative authorities, who 
believe that on the slightest provocation, ur- 
gent realizing will occur. 

Irregularity prevailed during the entire ses- 
sion, with opening levels 2 advance to 3 de- 
cline, From this point, pressure was _ re- 
stricted by official forecasts offering no relief 
to the dry weather, expectations of a bullish 
weekly weather report, and fears of re-enter 
ing of the market by interests which have al- 
ready accumulated considerable cotton. ‘ 

Liverpool advices were a shade disappointing, 
and foreigners were fair sellers in the local 
market, as were wire houses, thought to be 
acting for New Orleans account. <A private 
cable from Liverpool stated that the foreign 
market would be ruled by weather conditions; 
spinners were well stocked, and notwith- 
standing a fair Manchester business, expecta- 
tions are for only a small spot market at 
Liverpool for the present. 

Crop reports, as sent by private authorities, 
were in repetition of those recently received, 
and while some claimed that rain was im- 
mediately needed, particularly in the extreme 
western part of the cotton belt, others stated 
that moisture in ten days would be beneficial 
At all events, there is an indisposition to 
press sales at present, pending the realization 
of this precipitation. Predictions from New 
Orleans weather sharps were that the outlook 
for rain was further away than ever. 

Detailed weather reports showed light to 
moderate rains over Monday night in the Sa- 
vannah district, also in the Augusta section. 
General showers were reported from Charles- 
ton, and light showers in the Atlanta and 
Montgomery districts. No important moisture 
was shown elsewhere, with temperatures at 
many points over 100 degrees. The Govern- 
ment’s weekly weather bulletin was just about 
in line with expectations. The report said in 
part that drought was broken in the Carolinas; 
drought is severe in Arkansas, Louisiana, and 
Tennessee. Rains are much needed in Texas 
and Oklahoma. Rains in Georgia and Missis- 
sippi were noted in sections, but were generally 
insufficient. 

Southern esepot markets were generally un- 
changed, as was the local spot market; New 
York middling uplands quoted at 15.90.

REPORT ON METROPOLITAN. 


Master in Street Railway Case Sub- 
mits to Court His Findings of Fact. 


Ciiaiein ns 

William L. Turner, as Special Master, 
reported to Judge Lacombe of the United 
States Circuit Court his findings of fact 
and conclusion of law in relation to sur- 
face traction litigation which were sub- 
mitted to him Dee. 2. 

Mr. Turner, among other things, reports 
that practically all of the $52,000,000 of 
the capital stock of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company is still outstand- 
ing. Also that during the years 1901 and 
1902 the, deficits in the interest on that 
stock, which was 7 per cent., amounted 
to $247,000, and that the yearly deficits 
since would have been $600,000. In auul- 
tion to the interest deficit and its bond- 
ed indebtedness, the report states, the 








Metropolitan had a floating debt of 


$11,000, 000. “ 

Up to Sept. 24, 1907, the City Company 
had jncurred constantly increasing. an- 
nual deficits, resulting from excess of 
expenditures for fixed charges under the 
lease and for operation and maintenance 
of the street railways in its possession, 
over receipts which then totaled more 
than $11,000,000. Special Master Turner 
Says in conclusion that the lease made by 
the Metropolitan Company to the Cliv 
Company, so far as the properties which 
were taken by the courts’ receivers on 
Sept. 24, 1907, are concerned, should be 
deemed to be no longer in effect after 
that date. Also that from Sept. 25, 1907, 
to July 31, 1908, Receivers Joline ana 
Robinson acted in a dual capacity as re- 
ceivers of the Metropolitan and City Rail- 
way Companies. 

In view of these conclusions of law 
Master Turner states it is unnece Ssary for 
him to pass upon the question of the 
validity or enforcibility of .the lease, and 

nothing in the report ts intended to be 
an adjudication that it was valid or en- 
forcible.

[FIRST BALE OF 1911 COTTON 





To Be Sold at Auction To-day on the 
Cotton Exchange Steps. 


The first bale of 1911 cotton is expected 
to reach New York to-day by jexpress 
from St. Louis, and it will be sold at auc- 
tion on the steps of the Cotton Exchang 
Whether it gets here to-day or to-mor- 
row, it will be more than a week earlier 
than in any other year on record. 

This bale was raised in the southern- 
most part of Texas, at San _ Bonita, 
which is in the Brownsville district. It 
was rushed to the railroad by automobile 
and taken to Houston, 3090 miles, by 
special train. There it was put up at 
auction, and after lively bidding knocked 
down at $1,015 to Jesse H. Jones, Vice 
President of the Union National Bank. 
The bank is the Houston correspondent of 
A. G. Edwards & Sons of St. Louis and 
New York, and it was sent to them by 
express. They are not members of the 
Cotton Exchange, so its sale here will be 
handled by Post & Flagg of 38 Wall 
Street, at their request. Woodrow & 
Lewis will be the auctioneers. 

When the first bale reaches here it is 
hurried to the Exchange and left on the 
sidewalk as an object of curiosity as longs 
as the police will permit. This is usually 
an hour or two, in which time many 
cotton men have a chance to look it over 
and pick off souvenirs. Then the Presi- 
dent of the Exchange announces on the 
floor that the first bale has arrived and 

will be sold at auction on the steps. 

There is jostling and scrambling about 
the bale, and it is bid up to such a point 
as the patriotism and sentiment of the 
cotton men suggest. Wt is worth no more, 
of course, than the average bale. say, 
$50, but it usually brings from $875 to 
$150, and metimes $200 here. The money 
goes to-charity and usually the bale is 
sent on to Liverpool, where it is again the 
centre for jollification and is again sold 
at auction. 


REORGANIZE FOUNDATION CO. |° 


New Incorporation Under Delaware 
Laws, but New York Co. Will Operate. 


The Foundation Company of Delaware 
has been incorporated, with $2,100,000 cap- 
ital, as a step in the reorganization and 
extension of the Foundation Company or 
New York. The latter is ¢apitalized at 
only $100,000, and has accumulated a sur- 
plus six or seven times as great. The 
stock has always been closely ‘held, but 
a new policy is now to be adopted and 
new interests are to be taken in. Just 
what these interests are will not be 
made known till the plans ate further de- 
veloped. 

In connection with these changes, how- 
ever, it is to be noted that Kingsley L.. 
Martin, who resigned as Bridge Commis- 
sioner for the purpose, is to be Vice Pres- 
ident of the company. 

The Delaware corporation will be mere- 
ly a holding concern for the stock and 
will be controlled by the present holders 
of stock in the New York corporation, 
which will continue to be the operating 
company.

The annual report of the Greene Con- 
solidated Copper Company, which owns 
all of the capital stock of the Cananea 
Consolidated Copper Company, shows 
gross operating profits from the latter 
during the year ended Dec. 31 last of 
$1,184,750.

INDIGT REALTY MEN 
ON SWINDLE CHARGE 


Two Speculators Accused of Ob- 





taining Money Falsely on 
Investment Schemes. 





$160,000 FARMERS’ FUND 





Complainants Say This Was Fictitious 
and That It Was Used to 
Get Various Sums. 





Emory M. Rogers and George H. La- 
perte, real estate dealers, with offices at 
““) Broadway, were before Magistrate 
Harris in the Tombs Court yesterday on a 
charge of grand larceny made against 
them by Charles Hedges of 59 West Sixty- 
eighth Street, who alleges that they 
swindled him out of $510. They were held 
in 33,000 bail each for further examination 
to-day. There are fifteen complaints 
against them made by persons, who 
charge that they have been swindled out 
of sums ranging from $200 to $600. 

In an affidavit in the hands of Assistant 
District Attorney Du Vivier, Hedges 
charges that in October, 1910, he became 
interesteq with E. G. Mills of Seattle, 
Wash.. in 38,000 acres of fruit land in 
Banton and Yakima Counties, Washing- 
ton, and that $300,000 was needed to carry 
out the enterprise, but that Mills would 
only sell 100,000 worth of stock. After 
making several attempts to sell the stock, 
Hiedges read the following advertisement 
in a New York newspaper, and answered 
it: & 

A paying enterprise wanted by a combina- 


tion of farmers, who subscribed $160,000 to 
a stock they cannot get. KIRK WOOD. 


Hedges went to see Rogers in reply to 
the advertisement, and there met La- 
porte. Hedges explained that he wanted 
$100,000 and showed Rogers and Laporte 
some papers relating to the fruit lands. 
Rogers assured Hedges that he had the 
$160,000 and that he was the trustee of 
the John Burgh estate, which he sajd was 





valuable. 

| Laporte talked with the complainant 
| several times ang told him that the farm- 
ers wanted a twenty-five-year term of 
investment, and that the money had been 
raised in St. Lawrence County, New 
York. Later Laporte introduced a man 
named W. W. Grant, who said he was 
from St, Lawrence County and that be- 
fore he was willing to let the farmers 
invest their money it would be necessary 
for one of them to go to Washington 
and see the property. This was agreed 
upon, and Rogers said $510 would be re- 
quired to pay the expenses of the man 
who was to investigate the land, 

Hedges agreed to furnish this money, 
|and Rogers said he would contribute $100. 
'_A man named Adolph Stack was sent to 
Washington. He reported regularly and 
sent Hedges a message in which he said 
he had reported favorably to Rogers. 
Rogers denied that he had received any 
such report from Stack, and on March 20 
Hedges and the defendants had a confer- 
ence over the $100,000. Rogers kept put- 
ting Hedges off. He said that the $160,- 
000 was deposited in the Farmers Loan 
and Trust Company, and that the John 
Burgh estate also did business there, ac- 
cording to Hedges. 

On making inquiry at the bank Hedges 
was told that Rogers had no account 
there, and that the John Burgh estate 
was unknown to them. Hedges then sent 
a detective to Baltimore to see Stack, 
who insisted that he had sent a report to 
Rogers, and on May 1 he went with 
Hedges to Rogers's office, where he de- 
livered a signed copy of the report. It

Stefan Myszczyczyn, a tailor, who lived 
in the rear of 20 Jones Street, was 
charged with the crime at the time it 
was committed, and was released for lack 
of evidence. While he was in jail Mrs. 
Odesky gave testimony against him. 

About a week ago Capt. Oscar Vogel 
got a new “tip,” and detailed Patrol- 
man Sebold on the case. Sebold reported 
to. Capt. Vogel the information that he 
had obtained, and the services of De- 
tective Slutzky were enligted. 

The witnesses that Sebold and Slutzky 
have against the prisoner are Mrs. 
Smuleb Hammer -and her daughter, who 
live in the same house with Odesky. They 
told Capt. Vogel that they heard Mrs. 
Odesky- accuse her husband of the little 
girl's murder while in a jealous rage.

Mrs. Hammer told the police, Mrs. Odes- 
ky came downstairs and openly denounced 
her husband ‘‘as the murderer of little 
Sadie,’ and slapped him in the face as 
she said: \ 

“Come in here, you loafer, you mur- 
derer! I saved you once when I got up 
at 3 o’clock in the morning to wash your 
blood-stained clothes, and I lied to the 
police to save you from the electric chair, 
when you murdered little Sadie, who is 
now under ‘earth, and this is the thanks 
I get. Il’ll hand you up one of these 
days.’’ 

Mrs. Hammer told the police that when 
Odesky was accused by his wife he be- 
came pale and agitated and tried to calm 
his wife, begging her to go into the house 
and be quiet.

She does not stop to think that in the ten-cent prune she is getting one hundred 
prunes to the pound, whereas in the fifteen-cent prune she fs getting about forty- 
five prunes to the pound. For ten cents she gets one hundred wooden pits and one 
hundred skins. For,fifteen cents she gets forty-five wooden pits only and but forty- 
five skins, and if she goes to the trouble to make the investigation for herself, she 
will find that in purchasing the better prune at fifteen cents she will have about 
as much actual fruit.as she would get in two pounds of the ten-cent article.
